Katz Speaker Bid Gives Voice To Upstart Democrats

Slate Rep. Harold Kau, D-Glcncoc, 


will announce his candidacy today for 
the speakenhip of the Illinois House of 
Representatives. 


The suburban Democrat scheduled a 


press conference for 10 a.m., when he 
will announce the backing of 13 other 
Chicago and suburban Democrats for his 
candidacy and a program of legislative 
reform. 


Among those who have pledged to sup- 


port Katz are Rep. Eugenia S. Chapman 
of Arlington Heights, Rep. Aaron Jaffc of 
Skokle, Rep. Dan Pierce of Highland 
Park, and newly elected Richard A. Mu- 


gallon of Palatine, who will be sworn in 
as a legislator when the 78th General As- 
sembly convenes on Jan. 10. 


Katz' announcement comes at a time 


when Republicans, who will have a bare 
one-vote majority in the new Legisla- 
ture, ore engaged in a bitter battle over 
attempts to unseat the present speaker, 
Rep. W. Robert Blair, R-Evanston. 


Observers give Katz virtually 
no 


chance to win either the spcakcrshlp or 
the nomination of the Democratic minor- 
ity. 


THE MOVE IS SEEN rather as an as- 


sertion of growing influence by indepen- 
dently minded Democrats and an at- 


tempt to wrest some power from the Chi- 
cago and Downstate ''insiders" who have 
controlled party affairs traditionally. 


Although Pierce, a member of the in- 


dependent group, was given the post of 
minority whip in the current legislature, 
the independents have been angered at 
his exclusion from party leadership con- 
ferences. 


One observer commented, "At the opti- 


mum, they may get Katz or another of 
their number named to a key leadership 
post — or they may extract a promise of 
a greater role for Pierce." 


Katz and some of his supporters have 


declared that they are concerned less 


with what candidate they may be able to 
place in the leadership than they are 
with selling the reform program they 
have drafted. The reforms are aimed at 
restricting the dictatorial powers of the 
speaker, requiring greater notice to the 
public on proposed legislation, and in- 
creasing the rights of individual mem- 
bers of the House, among other things. 


I.\ A PREPARED statement, Katz de- 


clared, "Singularly missing from all the 
other announced candidates (for speak- 
er) is any commitment to a program to 
make the House function better. The 
time has passed when legislative leaders

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Transit Line May 
Extend Service 
To Elk Grove 


The potential backers of a mini IHII 


transit company In Arlington Heights 
and tiuffnln Grove say they arc consid- 
ering extending their service to other 
communities In the Northwest suburbs, 
including Elk Grove Village, if their In- 
itial service Is successful 


Claude LuLsada. president of Metron 


Systems Corp. said yesterday he has 
asked the trustees of Buffalo Grove and 
Arlington Heights for franchises to pro- 
vide bus service. 


He said the proposed service would 


connect major apartment complexes and 
the train station during the morning and 
evening rush hours and make trips to 
shopping areas during the rest of the 
day. 


"We want to start our Initial service In 


Buffalo Grove and Arlington Heights, but 
we arc definitely Interested in expanding 
to other communities if things go well," 
he said. "Elk Grove Village Is one of the 
communities we will be considering for 
service providing our Initial service runs 
properly and there is Interest on the part 
of the residents " 


Lulsada said so far he has not ap- 


proached any officials In the village on 
the subject and was waiting for plans to 
develop further first. 


I.L'ISADA SAID he hoped the trans- 


put tation service could begin in the first 
two communities by Fcb 1. He said the 
company was starting with service to 
npartment complexes because there was 
a concentration of residents. 


A dlal-a-rldc system also Is a possible 


service to be offered by Metron, he said. 
The dlal-a-ridc service would enable resi- 
dents to telephone for door-to-door bus 
service. "Our competition is not the 
trains and buses, but the second car," 
Lulsada said. "People want good ser- 
vice, the kind that goes door-to-door," 


In presenting his plans to the Buffalo 


Grove trustees, Lulsada said the price of 
a monthly commuter bus ticket to the 
Chicago and North Western Ry. station 
probably would be $15 


Elk Grove Village Trustee Nanci Van- 


dcrwccl said yesterday she has not been 
In contact with Metron officials, but as 
chairwoman of the transportation com- 
mittee, she would have no objection to 
listening to their proposal. 


Mrs Vandcrwccl said her committee 


has not really looked into attracting a 
private bus company to run a trans- 
portation system in the village.

Possible referenda, election of three 


board members and new or Improved fa- 
cilities are in store for both Elk Grove 
Township School Dlst. 59 and the Elk 
Grove Park District in 1073. 


Dlst. 59 also may have to consider a 


basic reorganization that could make It 
the first unit school district In the North- 
west suburbs 


The unit district feasibility study Is to 


be presented on March 1. If the study 
recommends some type of unit district 
(all grades from kindergarten through 
high school under one board and one ad- 
ministration), a referendum will have to 


be held before such a district can be 
formed. 


If a referendum is passed, Dist. 59 


would have to receive the permission of 
the county and state school superintend- 
ent's offices to form a unit district. 


TO FORM A unit district, Dlst. 59 must 


acquire one or more high schools from 
Dist 214. 


James Ervitl, superintendent of Dist. 


59, said if a unit district is approved 
"There will be a lot of cranking up to 
do," to establish the necessary adminis- 
tration. 


The district probably will seek a refer- 


endum on the proposed remodeling of 
Grove and Dempster junior high schools. 
A $2.5 million plan for the remodeling 
has been presented to the hoard and is 


now being reviewed by faculty members 


Harry Peterson, board president, said 


after the faculty and board agree on a 
plan for'the schools, a series of public 
hearings would be held throughout the 
district After the hearings the district 
would try for a referendum, possibly by 
summer, he said. 


PETERSON IS optimistic about the fu- 


ture of school financing As growth ta- 
pers off, he sees the possibility that the 
district will have the option of either ex- 
panding services without requiring more 
money or maintaining the services now 
offered for less money. 


The district will not have the option 


this year, but Peterson said, "The ac- 
tions we take tills year will show which 
way we're going to go." 


Erviti is not as optimistic about the 


future of Dist. 59 financing. He said ac- 
tion by the state legislature to restruc- 
ture school funding is needed before the 
district can Improve its financial posi- 
tion 


Dist. 59 is planning to take a greater 


role in influencing state legislation af- 


fecting schools. Peterson said board 
members were increasing their activities 
with agencies associated with the legisla- 
ture. 


"LAST YEAR we did more in this area 


than I can ever recall doing," said Pe- 
terson. 


Three of the seven school board mem- 


bers, Peterson. Shorric Hlldebrandt and 
Judy Zanca, arc up for reelection In 
April. Only Mrs Zanca has declared that 
she will run. The other two are still unde- 
cided. 


There also are three commissioners, 


Edward Hauscr, Bart Dill and David von 
Schaumburg, up for reelection in April 
on the Elk Grove Park District board. 


Hauser and Dill have said they are go-

In the prescription classes, the teach- 


ers loam what remedial techniques are 
needed to help the child overcome his 
reading problems. The teaching skill ses- 
sions enables the teacher to give the 
needed remedial instruction. 


During the workshops Miss Licttc dem- 


onstrates the various supplementary ma- 
terial that may be used for a special 
reading problem. She also gives the 
teachers what she calls "oodles of gim- 
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mics" that can be used as teaching aids. 


EVEIIY PERSON that completes a 


reading workshop will be given a "skills 
kit" that Miss Liette compiled. 


The kit contains over 500 tests and 


worksheets for different reading prob- 
lems. The sheets arc filed according to 
the problem that they cover. 
. With the kit, a teacher can select the 
exact material needed for a child requir- 
ing special reading work. 


More than $2 million in claims for 


flood disaster assistance have been sub- 
mitted to the Small Business Adminis- 
tration by residents in the Northwest 
suburbs, according to statistics released 
yesterday.

He said the Addi- 
son office, 130 W. Army Trail Rd., will 
stay open until nil checks have been dis- 
p c r s c d and applications processed. 
"Right now we've got 100 people coming 
in every day to pick up checks," he said. 


Homeowners can qualify for up to 


$55,000 in aid. Disaster business loans 
arc limited to $500,000. The first $5,000 
for both types does not have to be paid 
back if the borrower sends SBA receipts 
from repairs or replacements. Anything 
over $5,000 must be paid back at 1 per 
cent interest. 


To get assistance, a resident must fill 


out an application listing damaged items, 
their original cost and the cost to replace 
them. Once the application is completed, 
SBA sends out an investigator to inspect 
the damage. It takes about three to four 
weeks until the application is approved. 


After that, the checks should come in 10 
to 14 days, according to Vondruska.

4 Face Mail 
Abuse Charges 


Four former postal employes who 


worked at the Arlington Heights Post Of- 
fice have been charged with obstructing 
the delivery of mail for allegedly throw- 
ing away pieces of third-class mail. 


Charged were Donald J. McCarter, 20, 


of 401 N. Pine St.; Richard P. Janda, 20, 
of 320 S. Dale Ave., both of Arlington 
Heights; Michael Maniscalco Jr., 21, of 
810 Emerson St., Mount Prospect, and 
Randall M. Zaccard, 20, now living in 
Estes Park, Colo. 


According to Assistant U.S. Atty. Ro- 


ger Dusbergcr, Maniscalco was charged 
with dumping 204 pieces of third-class 
mail in a trash can in Arlington Heights 
May 1. 


Zaccard and McCarter were charged 


with throwing away 270 third-class mail- 
ings in a Mount Prospect trash can May 
10. 


JANDA was accused of keeping five 


bags of mail containing a total of 1,396 
pieces in his home on May 12. 


Investigation of the four men was be- 


gun after they allegedly were observed 
throwing the mail away by passing citi- 
zens who reported the incident to the 
post office. 


McCarter was also charged in a sepa- 


rate complaint with taking a tape record- 
er, a stereo tuner, a portable television 
and 10 record albums from the mail. 


Obstructing delivery of the mail is a 


misdemeanor charge. If convicted the 
four men face a maximum penalty of six 
months in prison and a $100 fine.

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Trapping Skills Survive—Even In Suburbia

Mike Schnlppcr Is an apprentice of the 


trapping trade, a skinner by avocation, a 
hunter by Instinct, a lone traveler who 
seeks his quarry In mud and Icy water. 


He [5 an 18-year-old youth who would 


have been a man by now 100 yean ago 
when the Northern wilderncas was the 
domain of generations of trappers. 


Instead, he sets his traps with neigh- 


bors' permission and drives a sporty 
Dodge Challenger as smoothly as he 
takes a pelt. 


Mike Schnlppcr traps and skins mus- 


krals along the gentle streams and lakes 
of Inverness. Each day he dons his gear 
of hip boots and shoulder-high gloves to 
tromp across the countryside checking 
his traplinc. 


And before you Judge him, before you 


brand him a wanton killer or ecological 
plunderer, listen to his story of the ani- 
mals he seeks and of the time he spends 
walking the land alone. 


THE IMAGES OF a rough, craggy 


backwoodsman end at Schnipper's drive- 
way. He and his family live along Pala- 
tine Road in one of the homes that form 
the affluent Inverness image. Behind the 
house is Schnipper's shiny new car. And 
behind that is a tiny wooden shack where 
he skins and stretches the day's haul. 


One of his favorite spots lies within 


sight of the paved parking lot at the In- 
verness Country Club. He pointed to the 
intersection where one tiny stream 
trickles Into another one. 


"It's 
like a big smorgasbord right 


there for muskrat," Schnlppcr smiled. 
Just downstream, he kicked at the Ice 
encrusted bank to uncover a neat little 
cubbyhole, one dependable sight for 
trapping muskrats. 


Today, most local trapping is done by 


hobbyists like Schnipper, who plunges 
into the art 81 days each year for the 
sheer pleasure of It. 


The Joy of trapping was spoiled a little 


for Mike lately, as the burgeoning ecolo- 
gy movement made It more difficult to 
find places to trap while driving down 
the prices for his furs. 
i 


"The predators are almost gone from 


around here," Schnlppcr reasoned. Good 
trappers can figure out how many mus-

LITTLE FEHRY. N.J. - What 47- 


year-old Willie Royka docs Is trap mus- 
kraLi for a living. And if he boastfully 
assigns the occupation a bit more sing- 
ularity than it would seem to merit, It's 
not without reason. Itoyka Is a remark- 
able fossil of times go long by; working 
In the shadow of the Empire State Build- 
ing, smack In tnc nation's most populous 
corridor, he is perhaps the only man left 
in the megalopolis who manages to sur- 
vive off what remains of the land. 


Royka's stamping grounds are the 


Hackensack Mcadowlands, 20,000 oblong 
acres of muck and marsh situated across 
the Hudson River from Manhattan, three 
or four direct miles from Times Square. 
"The Meadows ain't like the city," says 
Willie, "when I get inside, walking 
around. I ain't likely to sec another per- 
son alt day." 


Indeed, the Meadows ain't like the city. 


Like Itoyka. they arc more a throwback 
to another age. Miles of 10-foot foxtails, 
dissected by streams, pitted with pot- 
holes. It is one of the last remaining 
(and unprotected) natural wildlife habit- 
ats in tho metropolitan area. Muskrats 
run at night, raccoons can be observed, 
Roykn says he occasionally runs across a 
mink and is forever scaring up the phea- 
sants. 


NOT THAT THE meadows are total 


wilderness, of course. The marshes are 
surrounded by the encroachment of In- 
dustry and suburbanization. Sloppy facto- 
ries In the area have deposited per- 
manent amounts c 
oil and chemicals 


into the miles of muck. Even now the 
state of New Jersey Is preparing to pave 
over another huge segment of the mead- 
ows (with a sports complex) and thus 
kill a little dab more of nature. 


But all things considered, here In this 


polluted part of the East the marshlands 
remain at least scmlwondcrful. And Will- 
ie Royka is one of the good reasons. 


Royka works the meadows dally. When 


the tide from the Hackensack River re- 
cedes, he advances. Traipsing over glop 
which would swallow up the less experi- 
enced (the mud in places sinks three to 
five feet), Royka engages In what ho 
calls a "battle royal" with his "rats." 
Says he: "They're smart, these rats. But 
I'm cagey, too. I been trapping hero 
since I was 13, so I've learned to think 
like them. Sec that little ditch there? 
That's where they run at night. Put a 
(rap on that ditch and you catch a rat. 
That's all there is to it — you gotta know 
how lo put the traps." 


ROYKA EVEIDENTLY knows. In 33 


years of full-time urban trapping he has 
snared an estimated 25,000 muskrats. "1 
average 20 a day. My best year was 
nearly 900." The animals arc captured in 
snares that would wrinkle the con- 
servationist's nose (some of his leg-snap 
traps arc Illegal). And the rats often suf- 
fer long pain or mutilate themselves in 
confined drowning. But Royka says he Is 
as humane as a hunter can be: "If I 
didn't get Ihcm. they'd die of starvation 
in the winter." 


Actually. If Royka didn't get the mus- 


krats he'd probably die of starvation In 
the winter, too. Father of five and hus- 
band of one, the trapper relies on regular 
rat sates (to Manhattan furriers) for 
family survival. "I get anywhere from 10 
cents to $2 for the rats, depending on the

size. Sometimes, when I get a black rat, 
I get more, three-four dollars maybe. 
That's the way I pay all my doggone 
bills." 


As It Is, even with the rat sales, Royka 


finds It increasingly difficult to pay his 
bills. His annual income rarely exceeds 
$3,000 (he supplements rat trapping with 
Junk collecting), and'never gets above 
the federally established poverty level. 
HLs family, thus, Is fixed in an ironic 
form of ugly privation. "All around us," 
says Royka, "everybody's got money. A 
lot of these commuters here pay more 
for their busfarc than we do on fowl. I 
like trapping. But it sure don't pay me 
nothing." 


IT SURE DON'T. Royka's family is 


crowded Into three rooms of a two-story 


. home ("the bottom part's all broken up, 


so we stay upstairs"). The roof leaks. 
The .broken windows are stuffed with old 
rags. "Worst thing is the stove," says 
Mrs. Royka, a terribly thin woman who 
is forever cold. "Half of It's supposed to 
heat the house. But that half don't work. 
So we got to turn the gas burners on full 
blast all day long — especially now the 
cold Is here." 


For all the destitution, though, Willie 


Royka, true to his traps, remains self- 
reliant. He Insists he'll "never accept 
welfare as long as I can lift a finger." 
And he justified his lifestyle by remem- 
bering the days he used to work on a 
Jersey farm "for a lousy 25 cents an 
hour," and remembering the time-worn 
misconception of poor people every- 
where: "I bet we're as happy as million- 
aires; rich people are always sad." 


And so it is, every morning at low tide, 


Willie Roykn navigates a battered 19G2 
pick-up truck into the Mcadowlands for 
another day's "honest work." People 
chuckle when he passes, hold their noses 
when he's near. But there, among tho 
cattails, while the whistles of industry 
blare in the backdrop, ho leans on a 
stick, rubs his ruddy face, and reaffirms 
his faith in his special way of survival: 


"First time I ever trapped I got one 


scrawny rat. One. That was 1939. And I 
been out here ever since. The day I got 
married, even. I remember I came right 
out of the marsh and into the church. My 
wife says we didn't get to have a honey- 
moon, 'cause the rats were running. 
Well, maybe so," He smiles. He has no 
front teeth. And he doesn't care. "I was 
going to gel dentures once, but what for? 
That's what I like about the Meadows. 
Out here a man doesn't need the darned 
things." 
i 
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krats arc In the area and pace their 
trapping. But in the Inverness-Barring- 
ton region where he traps, the fur-bear- 
ing animals are plentiful. 


•'MUSKRATS HAVE 13 to 25 kits in 


two to three litters yearly," Schnipper 
said knowingly. In the rolling hills and 
cold streams of Inverness, trapping is a 
rewarding hobby this year. 


The ecology movement against trap- 


ping wild fur-bearing animals has appar- 
ently cooled. Schnipper has been getting 
$2.30 a skin for his muskrats, 60 cents 
better than last year. And an occasional 
mink brings an even higher price. 


"I've caught four minks so far this 


year. I got $14 for the male and $5 for 
a female," Schnipper said. 


He described how the male mink gets 


to be bigger and has a richer fur, since 
he gets out in the bitter winter weather 
to scrounge for food. 


For Schnipper, as for most trappers, 


it's a loner sport. Occasionally a friend 
will get interested In trapping, but 
Schnipper admits that few are willing to 
put up with the daily treks to check the 
traps. 


Until the heavy snowfall In mid-De- 


cember, Schnipper had 100 traps set in 12 
locations throughout Bardngton and In- 
verness. The deep snow and ice condi- 
tions made the traps inaccessible, so 
Schnipper pulled them in for a while. 


"THEY'LL probably be set again soon. 


This is his last season to trap In the In- 
verness countryside. 


During the day, Schnipper is a senior 


at William Fremd High School. He plans 
to go to law school next year. 


His application has gone in to the Har- 


vard Law School. And if he gets accepted 
for next year — "Well, I've heard that 
the trapping is pretty good back cast," 
Schnipper said wistfully. 


Trapping is just a hobby for the In- 


verness youth. His 12 to 20 miles of line 
stretches from a 22-acre lake south of 
Palatine Road north to Harrington. Each 
trap has to be checked every day, and if 
the Schnippers leave during - trapping 
season, Mike arranges for a friend to 
check the traps. 


"You just can't be a professional trap- 


per anymore. There are too many 
people, too much area involved and it 
takes too much time," Mike admitted. 


He took up trapping about four years 


ago when a raccoon persisted in getting 
inside the family's garage. 


"I WAS LOOKING in a magazine for 


archery equipment and ran across these 
traps," Schnipper said. Once they ar- 
rived, six traps were set up around the • 
family garage and the raccoon was 
caught. 


Schnipper likes the increasingly-un- 


popular leghold traps, although he also 
uses some killer and live traps. 


"It's not really cruel the way I trap," 


Schnipper said. The steel device is set on 
the edge of the water, either a lake or 
stream, and when a muskrat steps on it, 
it is pulled under water by the sheer 
weight of the trap. 


"Muskrats will bit their foot off when 


they get trapped, that's why we drown 
them," Schnipper said. Land traps are 
bad because the animal may mutilate it- 
self In trying to escape. And land traps 
can catch dogs as easily as muskrats, 
Schnipper admitted. 


Good food, good cover and a steady 


water level are chief requirements for 
catching muskrats. Schnipper usually 
looks for an overhang with roots along 
the bank. 


"I put some corn in there. It's almost 


like a cubbyhole," Schnipper said. 


While he docs appreciate the spending 


money coming in from his fur sales, 
Schnipper keeps up the trapping basical-

ly for the challenge of it. 


"I hunt, but I'd rather trap. When 


you're hunting, you only have to fool the 
animal long enough to shoot him. But 
when you trap, you have to fool an ani- 
mal long enough to get him into the trap 
and keep him in long enough to drown 
him," Schnipper said.

CCHA Director Victor Walchlrk that op- 
tions had been signed by the two proper- 
ty owners involved, the Mandas and Bor- 
kcnhagcn families. 


The announcement apparently signals 


n breakthrough in the city's three-year 
effort to obtain lou-income housing for 
the elderly here Walchirk vvas not avail- 
able for comment. 


IIEIIHKI, said the CCHA has not set a 


timetable for development of the pro- 
posed 128-unlt high-rise building. Cost of 
the structure has been estimated at $2 5 
million. 


tn addition to the furmal purchase, the 


mayor said, the CCHA uill have to seek 
a height variation from the city for the 
planned nine story building and ask city 
officials to vacate a portion of the alley 
at the Lec-Aihland intersection needed 
for the development 


The US Department of Housing and 


Urban Development (HUD) Rave the 
goahcad to prchmmaryflans fur the situ 


in May but negotiations were later 
stalled when the owners rejected a HUD- 
approved offer for the property. 


The rejected price was no) made pub- 


lic but was put in the area of $128,000 
under HUD-guldelincs that call for a per 
unit land cost for the elderly housing pro- 
gram of about $1,000. Bchrcl said yester- 
day he docs not know the prices settled 
on for the purchase options. 


THE CCHA is under contract uith the 


city to plan, develop and manage the 
building, which will be financed with fed- 
eral funds. Individuals or couples 62 
years of age or older with incomes under 
S3,000 for a couple or $4,500 for a single 
person will be eligible for low-rent one- 
bedroom apartments in the building. 


The mayor called the CCHA announce- 


ment "a nice Christmas gift for the 
city." He said he hopes local senior citi- 
zens who have expressed interest in the 
building will be able to "hang on" until it 
Is completed. 


The city council has passed a resolu- 


tion giving DCS Ploincs residents priority 
in obtaining apartments in the building. 
Several hundred persons have expressed 
Interest in the building in surveys taken 
by City Clerk Eleanor Rohrbacn but for- 
mal applications arc not yet available 


The addition to the V-shaped two-wing 


building, plans cull for landscaping, a 45- 
space parking lot and an entrance road- 
way. Similar CCHA buildings in Nilcs 
and Chicago Heights have long waiting 
lists for vacant apartments.

the advisers said 1972 had seen "a big 
increase in employment, a substantial 
reduction of unemployment and a lower 
rate of Inflation " 


Ai for 1073, they said, "the prospects 


arc good for another >c;ir combining ra- 
pid expansion and a reduced rate of in- 
flation " 


TIIK COUNCIL SAID latest figures in- 


dlcntcd the administration would meet 
Its goals of a $100 billion increase In the 


Gross National Product and a 6 per cent 
increase in real output. 


The council said the November unem 


ploymcnt rate of 52 per cent was within 
Nixon's goal of reducing joblessness t(. 
"the neighborhood of 5 per cent" by tho 
end of 1972, and that inflation, although 
not falling to the White House goal of 2 to 
3 per cent by the end of the year, had 
been reduced to near the 3 per cent rate. 


Council Chairman Herbert Stein and 


member Marino Whitman said that con- 
sumer prices had risen at an annual rate 
of 3 1 per cent from February through 
November of this year, which was hall 
the rate of inflation in 1969. 


"There arc many signs of conlinuinR 


economic progress in 1973," the council 
said, "pointing to vigor on the demand 
side of the economy."

Statistically, the argument for buckling 


up is overwhelming. The National High- 
way Traffic Safety Administration says 
if .ill drivers would use scat belt'), the 
annual 36,000-man highway death toll 
could be cut by as much as 20,000. 


The effect of this argument on the 


driver* Practically nil Government sur- 
'CM continue to show that only four out 
of every 100 drivers use both a scat belt 
and n shoulder harness regularly. 


\Viicn the raw facts of the Importance 


of <cat belts failed to Impress the driver, 
the government switched to more subtle 
education Advertisements and television 
commercials were used to depict In 
graphic pictures the physical effect on a 
motorist who was slammed Into an In- 
strument panel or through a windshield 
because he was not wearing his belt. 


The result? Again nothing. 


IV 1973. GOVEH.VMENT" mandated 


safety standards required the automa- 
kers to install loud buzzers and flashing 
lights that could be silenced only if the 
drlv cr buckled his seat belt. 


The driver buckled his belt, all right, 


but investigation showed that likely as 
not he buckled the two ends together to 
silence the scat belt warning system. 


Other, more aggressive anti-belt driv- 


ers had their garage man disconnect the 
bolts, which Is against the law. 


The seat belt campaign has now 


reached a point where the National Safe- 
ty Council is telling drivers that they 
don't love their family, or their sweet- 
heart unless they buckle their belts. 


The advertising campaign's theme, 


which Is being distributed free to tele- 
vision and radio stations, points out that 
a fastened scat belt "is a nice way to sny 
I Love You." 


The more jaded safety experts doubt It 


will be any more successful than past 
campaigns 


Some observers contend that there is a 


ps>chological reason behind the driver's 
failure to use the belts. This argument 
runs along these lines: the automobile 
driver doesn't want to admit that some- 
thing he does routinely, driving a car, 
could be dangerous.' 


IK HE GOES to the extreme of using 


Ills scat belt, he Is admitting to himself 
that he may be killed on the way to 
work, or to the shopping center, an idea 
he psychologically rejects. 


Others put the blame on the auto In- 


dustry and Its engineers. They say au- 
tomakers have done nothing to make 
sent bclU cosier to use. 


The most often-mentioned solution to 


the scat belt problem Is a low making 
their use mandatory. Australia has just 
such a law — and traffic deaths have 
dropped sharply.

memoratlve coinage began with an ob- 
vious denial of women's participation in 
the affairs of the World's Columbian Ex- 
position held In Chicago in 1893. 


Due to open in 1892, the gigantic 


world's exposition did not actually get 
under way until 1893 because many of 
the ground structures were not com- 
pleted. This gave the ladles plenty of 
time to start the boll rolling for equal 
representation with men — at least on a 
commemorative coin if not In fact. 


As a means of helping defray the cost 


of the Columbian Exposition, Congress 
passed the Coinage Act of Aug. 5, 1892, 
authorizing the minting of five million 
Columbian half-dollars to be sold at the 
fair at $1 each. The half-dollar bore the 
bust likeness of Christopher Columbus on 
the obverse and his flag ship the "Santa 
Maria" on the reverse. 1892 appeared on 
the first issue and 1893 on the second. 


ADMINISTRATION of the exposition 


was through a Board of Gentlemen Man- 
agers and its appointment leaked out just 
soon enough to give members of the Na- 
tional American Woman Suffrage Asso- 
ciation, and President Susan B. Anthony 
In particular, sufficient time to argue for 
recognition of "women's rights." 


She made a hasty trip to Washington, 


D.C., and began contacting wives of sen- 
ators, representatives and cabinet mem- 
bers and together they presented a well- 
worded petition demanding more atten- 
tion to the women's movement in the op- 
eration of what was termed the world's 
largest fair. The result was a Board of 
Lady Managers. 


Mrs. Potter Palmer, wife of the 


wealthy Palmer merchandising and hotel 
business, was elected as head of the new- 
ly organized board. And It was she who 
convinced the Congress to give $10,000 to- 
wards the minting of a commemorative 
quarter dollar with the proceeds going 
for the same purpose as the Columbian 
half-dollar. 


Forty thousand were authorized to be 


struck and of that number 15 thousand 
were returned to the mint for melting. 
Fewer than 25 thousand pieces ever 
reached public consumption and most of 
these sold for less than the original $1 
retail price. 


THE ISABELLA quarter dollar is one 


of the more desirable commemorative 
pieces being collected today. In uncircu- 
lated condition it will command from $90 
to $125 and in Proof condition upward of 
$150. 
It Is an attractive piece being de- 


signed by Charles E. Barber, the design- 
er of the regular Liberty-head five cent 
piece, the 1892 dime, quarter and half- 
dollar, and the Columbian half-dollar. 


It is of the same composition, weight 


and value as a regular quarter and dis- 
plays the crowned bust of Queen Isabella 
I flanked on both sides by the Issuing 
authority, United States of America, and 
the date. A kneeling woman holding a 
d i s t a f f and spindle surrounded by 
"Board of Lady Managers," "Columbian 
Quar. Dol." occupies the reverse.

63-Year-Old Actor-Musician -In Transition 
Burl Ives In 'Do-Good'Stage

HOLLY\VOOD -It's nice to see a 63- 


ycar-old gentleman who is in a period of 
transition. And that's the status of Burl 
Ives today. 


"I'm not too busy these days, com- 


mercially," Burl says. "I'm 
going 


through my do-good period. Of course, 
that's not completely out of choice al- 
though I like to do good as well as the 
next guy. But I'm involved in litigation 
concerning a property settlement with 
my ex-wife. It takes a lot of my time and 
passion." 


So, with not too much time or passion 


left over, he isn't quite up to the time- 
consuming, passion-consuming demands 
of commercial show business. Which 
leaves the do-good field to keep him oc- 
cupied. 


HE'S JUST done a scries of five radio 


programs for a group called FEA — 
Federation of Experienced Americans. 
The program is called "The Quiet Cor- 
ner." 


"The idea," he says, "is to have some 


experts tell us old fogies, us senior citi- 
zens, how to do valuable things. The ex- 
perts are old timers, too, who have 
amassed a great deal of know-how. I 
think it's a great idea." 


Ives may be getting on — he'll be 04 in 


June — but he's far from old fogyhood. 
He still keeps one foot planted firmly in 
today. His focus is forward. 


"I think there's a lot of fine talent 


around today," Burl says. "Neil Dia- 
mond is a great singer. And tljcrc arc 
good songs now, too, and I'm happy to 
sec that the emphasis is coming back to 
the lyrics." 


IVES' FOHMULA for music is that 


good performing is 95 per cent "tech- 
nique or fundamentals or whatever you 
choose to call it," and five per cent emo-

performers.

HOLLYWOOD.(UPI) - Ralph Waitc, 


the wise and kindly father of "The Wai- 
tons" series, has had more luck as a fic- 
tional family man than he has enjoyed in 
his personal life. 


Waite, 44, is divorced and lives alone 


in n small, but new apartment near 
Warner Bros, studios where he works 
in the CBS scries. 


The apartment complex is a sprawling, 


impersonal development 
with tennis 


courts, swimming pools and plenty of 
pretty girls lounging around in bikinis. 
But Waite is not a part of the activities. 


His quarters arc rented furnished and 


temporary. If the show is renewed for a 
second season he will look for more per- 
manent quarters; a little house perhaps, 
with a garden, in one of the canyons. 


WAITE HAS TWO daughters, Kath- 


leen, 15, and Suzanne, 13, who live with 
their mother several hundred miles north 
in the Carmcl valley. 


His apartment has two bedrooms to ac- 


commodate his daughters who visit from 
time to time during school holidays. 
Wailc, liko the John Walton he portrays 
on the screen, keeps his own counsel. He 
doesn't speak much of his ex-wife or the 
girls. 


The only personal touch in the apart- 


ment is a collection of books and a type- 
writer. Waitc spends almost all his free 
time with his nose buried in biographies, 
current history and political tomes. 


He appears to be a lonely man, fixing 


himself TV dinners when he returns from 
work at 6 p.m. every day. 


Once in a while he'll go to the trouble 


of broiling a hamburger, but not often. 
His fare is as simple and uncomplicated 
as his personal life — considerably less 
hectic than that of John Walton. 


HOWEVER, RALPH'S life is not alto- 


gether bleak. He has a girl friend he 
takes to movies, dinner and an occasion- 
al ride in the country. 


He's also become friendly with young 


Richard Thomas, the star of the new 
scries. Both arc from New York and vet- 
erans of the theater, although Waitc did 
not turn to acting until he was 32 years 
old. 


Before being attracted to the stage he 


was a Presbyterian minister with parish- 
es in Fishers Island, N.Y., and later Gar- 
den City, on Long Island. He left the 
ministry to become an assistant editor 
for the publishing house of Harper & 


Row. 


As an editor Waitc began attending ac- 


ting classes and decided he'd finally 
found his calling. 


WAITE HAS A deep longing to return 


to the legitimate theater and will fly to 
New York to star in a new play — hope- 
fully — when the television show takes 
seasonal hiatus. 


The Jfctor no longer attends church, 


saying, "I'm not too much of an organ- 
ized religious man anymore. But I still 
rend the Bible regularly." 


If Waitc looks comfortable in his over- 


alls on the popular family show, it's be- 
cause his favorite pastime is gardening. 
There is hardly a square foot of soil near 
his apartment. But that doesn't stop 
Ralph. 


He lived for a time in a house in Lau- 


rcl Canyon with considerable acreage be* 
hind it. During that time he planted a 
variety of crops. He's moved since, buC 
continues to garden on the property.

HE RENTED A plow and planted corn; 


^ beans, black-eyed peas — 10 different 


vegetables in all. On weekends and on 
rare days when he isn't called to the slu{ 
dio Waite is watering and weeding his! 
crop. He gives the harvest to friends and 
even cooks some of the provender him* 
self. 


He also devotes some spare time lo tho 


Actors Studio West where he appears in 
plays and tries his hand at directing. 


While Waite's life is not ideal, he ad- 


mits it is easier than that of John Walton 
during the Depression years. And he 
hopes to make it even more worthwhile 
in (lie future.

One afternoon during the late 1940s, 


President Truman was scheduled to 
leave for a month's stay at his favorite 
resort, Key West. Fla. Suddenly the 
White House rescheduled his departure 
for the next morning. No explanation. 


We found out later what happened. 


Truman had learned that one news pho- 
tographer's rotating tour of duty at the 
White House did not begin until mid- 
night. Truman knew the fellow and knew 
how much he liked Key West. Had the 
President 
left on schedule, the man 


would have missed the trip. 


THIS WAS Harry S Truman who some 


of us assigned to th« White House were 
fortunate enough to know. History will 
judge him as a President. Out he had 
guts and compassion. Certainly, there 
has not l>oen a man In the White House 
more considerate of the feelings and 
lives of others. 


Yet, the real Truman frequently ran 


quite counter to his public image. 


For Instance, he preferred scotch over 


Ixmrbon. 


In Public, howcxer. he was expected to 


call for bourbon and he did, often going 
through an entire evening without so 
much as a sip of his drink. It was not 
that he disliked bourbon. Scotch was eas- 
ier going. 


ONCK AKTKIl a White House stag par- 


ty for a group of Influential publishers 
and editors, word was relayed back to 
Truman that one of his guests com- 
mented In awe on the President's capac- 
ity. 


The President's eyes crinkled behind 


hii heavy glasses. 


"You fellows don't give me enough 


credit." he said. "I haven't had a drink 
in over three months." 


Then he explained. 
"The waller brought me a glast of gin- 


gcrale which I sipped once or twice. Ev- 
ery time a round of drinks was served, 
the waiter would put another lump of Ice 
in my gingcralc and thoie fellows 
thought I was throwing it down right 
with them."

another, a farmer whose outhouse col- 
lapsed. 


Some of the things he attempted as 


President were far, far ahead of roughly 
similar ideas put forth' by John F. Ken- 
nedy and Lyndon B. Johnson. 


It was Truman who fired the first 


tough civil rights legislation at Congress. 


He proposed cutting off all federal 


funds for land grant colleges and state 
highway,construction projects where ra- 
cial discrimination was evidence. 


He was the first to propose what is now 


called Medicare. 


MANY PEOPLE, however, did not dis- 


cover the real Truman until long after he 
left the White House. Even today, mil- 
lions of Americans >do not realize how 
much this man from Independence af- 
fected their lives. 


I mentioned the last time I talked with 


Truman in Independence during the win- 
ter of 1967-68. 


"It is nice of you to recall it," he said, 


leaning heavily on his cane .and trying to 
make out my face in his fading eyesight. 
"But that was a long, long time ago and 
this is today." .

Franklin D. Itooscvclt in 19-15, it was 
popular In some New Deal circles to de- 
mean Truman because he lacked FDH's 
regal air and class. . 


When he heard about old New Dealers 


making fun of him, he sharply admon- 
ished Ihoic around him not, to overreact. 


"Those fellows don't really mean it," 


hi! advised. "They're just heartbroken 
and you would be, too." 


Some critics pictured Truman as some- 


thing of a lightweight. He was anything 
but a lightweight. He was thrown into an 
International ring against some such 
heavyweights as Winston Churchill and 
Josef Stalin, and Truman more than hold 
his own. 


DL'ltl.NG Till: 1943 Potsdam Confer- 


ence, Secretary of War Henry L. Stimson 
rushed across the Atlantic to tell Truman 
the atomic bomb test at Alamogordo, 
N.M., had been successful. Truman im- 
mediately ordered the atomic attack on 
Hiroshima, Japan, a mission that would 
take .some clays to execute. 


During a ceremonial dinner party at 


Potsdam, Truman tried to tell Stalin 
about the bomb. As 11ST related later, 
Stalin did not seem interested and shifted 
the conversation to another topic. 


It w-as not until much later — several 


spy trials later — that Truman under,- 
stnod Stalin's lack of interest. 


"Through his spies," Truman said, 


"Stalin knew all about it then. I wasn't 
telling him anything nexv and he did not 


want me to know this." 


BECAUSE TltUMAN identified so thor- 


oughly with the little man, the little man 
returned the favor and kept him abreast 
of many matters which ordinarily escape 
a President. 


He knew when a stcnogrppher's baby 


caught a cold: when a White House ser- 
vant lost a relative. He thought it was 
hilarious when Lcroy, the White House 
leaf-raker for many years, fobbed him- 
self off as an important official and was 
shown to a box at Halcah (Fla.) race' 
rack. 


From a personal standpoint, his finest 


hour came In 1JH8 when he so decisively 
defeated Republican Thomas E. Dcwey 
for re-election. Literally every expert in 
the field said it could not be done. 


Truman never agreed. In fact, he did 


not wait up for the election returns, 
choosing to go to a definitely middle 
class resort outside Kansas City where 
he went to bed'early. One of his chief 
Secret Service agents shortly before 
dawn could not stand the excitement any 
longer and awakened the President to 
give him the news. 


"You should have gotten some sleep 


like I did," Truman said, sitting up in 
bed, rumpled, drowsy and reaching for 
his glasses. He looked up at the exuber- 
ant agent and chidcd softly, "What did 
you expect? I've been telling you this all 
along."

that Truman experienced a crisis that 
truly frightened him. It was at night, at 
a small town in Nebraska and a croud 
clustered around his railroad car. 


A man handed up a baby and Truman 


gingerly held the infant long enough for 
the father — and news photographers — 
to snap a picture. At that moment, the 
train began to pull slowly out of town 
with Truman still holding the baby. 


"Stop this damned train," Truman 


said as panic spread across his face. 
"I've got somebody's baby." 


The mother's wail cut Ihe darkness 


like a knife. Some people were roaring . 
with laughter. The father was running 
beside the train. 


The train eased to a stop and a Secret 


Service agent quickly relieved Truman 
of his burden, returning the child to a 
now smiling father. 


Truman told some of us next morning, 


"You smart alecs think you know every- 
thing — well, did you know that baby 
was named after me — even before we 
got to town?" 


I'Olt AM. HIS public image as a de- 


votee of poker and bourbon, Truman was 
a square — even for his day. He was 
deeply devout, women were to be held in 
reverence and I never heard him tell a 
dirty joke. 


He told jokes in small male groups, but 


he kept them well above the bcltlinc. His 
jokes usually were of the Missouri barn- 
yard variety — one mule in trouble with

Abolish Secrecy 


In Land Trusts 


Parade Of The Undercover Kids 


Secret land trusts, which have 


become an unpleasantly traditional 
part of the way things arc done in 
Illinois, arc under the threat of 
some much-needed reform. 


The challenger this time is State 


Rep. Robert Mann, D-Chlcago, who 
lias said he will Introduce some 
unspecified legislation to open up/ 
iincl trusts In Illinois. 


Judging from the current 
air- 


port-land use scandal, Illinois may 
be just about ready for reform in 
this area. 


The latest scandal involving land 


trusts includes the influential floor 
leader of the Chicago City Council, 
Aid. Thomas Kcane. and the fact 
he is beneficiary of a secret land 
trust for property near Chicago's 
Loop. 


It seems that his two plots of 


land arc leased to the Airport 
Parking Corp. of America 
(AP- 


COA), a firm which recently was 
awarded a contract to run the Chi- 
cago O'Hare Airport parking ga- 
rage. 


Well, almost awarded. It turned 


out the contract had been awarded 
without competitive bidding, and, 
in a quick turn-around txvo weeks 
ago. Mayor Richard Daley of Chi- 
rnco announced the contract was 
to go out for competitive bidding. 


The situation smcllcd of special 


interest, with the implication that 
Kcanc's connection aided APCOA's 
capture of the lucrative airport 
franchise. 
• 


Well, all of this would have been 


a bit more obvious — and subject 
to an earlier rejection — if secret 
land trusts had been changed, 
which is what Mann and other leg- 
islators are trying to accomplish. 


The secret land trust idea was 


born back in the 1800's. It involves 
a recorded deed (which lists the ti- 
tleholder, but not the beneficiary of 
the trust) and the unrecorded, se- 
cret document which shows who 
really controls the trust. 


There arc probably some good 


arguments for maintaining some 
elements 
of 
the 
secret 
trust 


system. However, when the viola- 
tions appear as flagrant as they do 
in the 
Kcanc-APCOA situation, 


some sort of reconsideration of the 
system is needed. 


Substantial and questionable pri- 


vate gains arc what we arc con- 
cerned about — actions which arc 
an abuse of the public's Interest. 


In the Keane-APCOA mess, the 


public may well be better served — 
and more cheaply — by another 
parking company than APCOA. 
Yet, it appears Aid. Keane was in 
some way involved in encouraging 
APCOA's contract. Open bidding is 
the answer for the garage contact. 


And Rep. Mann, in attempting to 


open up the secret trust system, is 
attempting to correct a long-stand- 
ing Illinois tradition which needs to 
be altered radically. We support 
his efforts, and the efforts of oth- 
ers, to reform this tired archaic 
system. 
• 


High-Class Crime 


It may be some consolation to 


know that along with more crime 
in this country, we're getting a bet- 
ter class of criminal — thieves 
uith taste, culture and artistic dis- 
crimination. 


The theft of fine art from mu- 


seums, dealers and private collec- 
tions is reaching "epidemic" pro- 
portions, said experts at a recent 
seminar conducted in New York by 
the Inland Marine Underwriters 
Assn. And knowing a good thing 
u hen it sees it, organized crime is 
very deeply into the great art rip- 
off. 


Art thieves arc now in a special 


echelon in the crime hierarchy, De- 
tective Marie Cirilc, a member of 
the NYPD's recently established 
Art Identification Team, told the 
seminar. They have "achieved 
status within the crime community 
that is to be envied by the commo'n 
'goon'." 


As for organized crime, the re- 


turn on stolen art is better than 
fencing hot jewelry or almost any. 
other stolen item. Often a piece is 
ransomed back to its owner, who 
will sometimes pay as much as the 
actual market value and won't get 
the police involved. 


According to Alan Boer, director 


of The International Art Registry,

Mulack Came Through 


In your post-election coverage you 


have missed, I believe, a very important 
story. Donald G. Mulack, the Republican 
candidate for coroner, kept his cam- 
paign promise although he lost the elec- 
tion. How many politicians can say that? 


Mulack's single campaign promise was 


a medical examiner system for Cook 
County. It should be noted that the elimi- 
nation of the office of coroner and its 
replacement with a medical examiner 
system was proposed in Cook County as 
early as the 1920's, and since that time 37 
other states have abolished coroner's of- 
fices.

Mulack a debt of gratitude for bringing 
to fruition a vital reform movement 
which had been languishing for half a 
century.

Women's Lib Viewed

women's liberation movement,

The women's liberation movement is 


struggling to gain rights for women 
which have long been unjustly denied 
them. Many of these rights seem so ob- 
vious — and their denial so blatantly un- 
constitutional — that no thinking person 
could reasonably argue against them. 


But, some women may be asking for 


more than they ought to; what they get 
might limit their individual freedom 
more instead of less. 


At the recent Governor's Conference 


on Women's Rights, a woman took the 
podium and demanded, "What is the re- 
luctance of courts and legislators to as- 
sure married women the same standard 
of living as her family without throwing 
iier into the divorce court?" 


She was referring to the fact that a 


husband is not required to give his wife 
any more than the basic necessities of 
shelter and food. A wife may be forced to 
live in poverty due to the miniscule al- 
lowance her husband gives her, even 
though his salary may be high. Legally, 
the only recourse she has is to sue for 
divorce, in which case he may be re- 
quired to support her in a better manner. 
But as long as she remains married, the 
woman at the conference complained, a 
wife cannot call on the law to make her 
husband part with more of his money. 


Aside from the domestic ramifications 


. — I.e., why would a woman want to re- 


main married to a man who kept her in 
economic depriviatlon? — there are 
serious questions of civil liberty involved 
here. 


As Harvard political scholar Daniel P. 


Moynihan recently queried, "How much 
governments is enough government?" 


Do women really want the government 


intervening in their private family lives? 


Obviously, the government already in- 


tervenes in domestic situations when 
they involve physical abuse of children 
or of a spouse, but the law bos tradition- 
ally been reluctant to become involved 


, in marital disputes, and with good rea- 


son. 


Although "social legislation" is consid- 


ered a liberal cause, when pushed too far 
it becomes restrictive of individual free- 
dom. 


The maintenance of freedom requires 


personal responsibility. 


"In order to make a liberal society 


work — that is function without coer- 
cion," observed Moynihan, "there has to 
be a high degree of individual self-dis- 
cipline. People have to regulate their 
own behavior to make it unnecessary for 
anyone else to regulate it." 


Although Moynihan applied his com- 


ments to the use of violence that has ear- 
marked much of the liberal movement in 
recent years, they apply equally welt to 
the issue at hand. 


It is a liberal society that grants equal 


rights to women, but it is a post-liberal 
— and autocratic — society that tells a 
husband how he must support his wife. 


"Liberalism," says Moynihan, "had 


better be pretty well disciplined or there 
won't be any liberalism at all. Society 
will be as free as the police will allow. 
The latitude of personal conduct will be- 
come a police judgment, not yours."

DALLAS (UPI) - Computer executive 


H. Ross Perot saved the DuPont Glore 
Forgan Inc. brokerage firm from col- 
lapse, and now he's trying to revolution- 
lie the financial world. 


"This is an Industry where for many 


years the broker's mentality was that he 
existed to make commissions," Perot 
said. "Now that's the basic thing you've 
got to change. You've got to. more than 
anything else, protect your client's prin- 
cipal. 


"We did a number of studies of people 


making Investments, and we found that 
more than anything else the client docs 
not want to lose his principal." Perot 
said the big change In Wall Street will be 
that the broker exists to serve his client. 


"I can't Imagine any reason why any- 


body would call a broker, except In an- 
ticipation of making money," he said. 


TO INSURE THAT his brokers conduct 


business the way he wants them to, Per- 
ot has set up a six-month training pro- 
gram In Los Angeles. About SO prospec- 
tive brokers a month enter the school, 
and Perot himself makes the final deci- 
sion on each one. 


"Teaching a person technically how 


the market operates, how you operate as 
a broker. Is not the hard part," Perot 
said. "It's showing him how to build a 
base of customers, teaching him to pros- 
pect and how to serve those customers. 


"These ore the things that we have to 


leach In our schools. The stockbroker has 
been a very narrow guy historically." 


Perot prefers to hire men with no bro- 


kerage experience for his school. He be- 
lieves In the "old dogs, new tricks" theo- 
ry.

PEROT SAYS THE TYPE of person

"If you develop a profile of this young 


man, he's probably 26 or 27 years of age. 
Probably he's recently separated from 
the armed forces. Probably he was an 
officer — first lieutenant or captain. The 
odds arc very high he has a college de- 
gree, and that he's looking for his first 
civilian job. 


"Or he he may be in the same age 


group, same educational background, 
and have a successful, but short, busi- 
ness career. And he's looking for more 
opportunity where he can move ahead 
based on what he can produce." 


To Illinois business leaders 1973 looks 


like a good year — more jobs and more 
spending money — but with Inflation still 
a dark cloud, according to an Illinois 
Chamber of Commerce survey.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The'Ameri- 


can Farm Bureau Federation's recent 
decision to back a 1973 farm bill extend- 
ing the current farm support program, 
with modifications, includes a "sleeper" 
clause likely to turn the big farm group 
against the bill later. 


The sleeper is a provision, inserted in 


the AFBF's 1973 policy resolutions at the 
group's annual convention this month, 
which puts AFBF on record against any 
ceilings on support payments to individ- 
ual farmers. 


Under these resolutions "we would 


have no authority to support any bill con- 
taining any payment ceilings," an AFBF 
official explained here. 


But prospects that any farm bill 


passed by Congress in 1973 will omit ceil- 
ings on payments to big farmers arc con- 


sidered nonexistent. When the current 
basic form support law was adopted over 
Farm Bureau opposition In 1970, it in- 
cluded a ceiling of $35,000 on payments 
to any one grower for cotton, plus sim- 
ilar $55,000 bids for wheat and feed 
grains. Congressional farm leaders ex- 
pect a strong move next year to lower 
the ceiling for 1S74 and future years to 
$20,000. 


Under the terms of the AFBF resolu- 


tions, the group's lobbyists would have to 
abandon support of the 1973 farm bill 
when continuation of the current $55,000 
ceiling is approved or — more likely — a 
lower celling substituted, But the overall 
policy stand adopted by AFBF con- 
vention delegates nevertheless adds up to 
a significant change from the negative 
stance the group took when the Agricul- 
tural Act of 1970 was passed. 


Jack F. Kincannon, vice president and

There Is a strong familial tendency to 


have them. The large dilated varicose 
veins in the legs sometimes occur as ear- 
ly as puberty, but more often they occur 
during pregnancy and persist thereafter. 


The veins in the legs have little one- 


way valves which act like flood gates 
and open in one direction with the cur- 
rent of blood flow but close to prevent 
blood from flowing backward toward the 
ankle. When the veins dilate the valve 
leaflets no longer fit and the blood can 
run backward to accumulate in the legs 


A few dilated veins In the legs do not 


mean that there is a problem with the 
circulation if the rest of the veins arc all 
right. 


THERE ARE two major sets of leg 


veins, those just underneath the skin and 
the deep veins Inside the leg muscles. 
When both the superficial and deep veins 
are dilated there Is a greater tendency 
for the blood to stagnate in the veins 
when one Is standing. Fluid seeps out of 
the veins into the tissues around the 
a n k l e , causing swelling and dis- 
coloration. 


Most people have superficial varicose 


veins without swelling or other diffi- 
culties which require treatment. You 
don't need special shoes or even support 
hose for minor dilated veins, nor will 
these prevent progression. Individuals 


who have markedly dilated veins causing 
swelling of the feet and ankles should 
wear some form of support hosiery or 
elastic bondages properly fitted. 


Good external support prevents the ac- 


cumulation of blood. When a person is 
standing this external pressure helps and 
while walking the tight pressure around 
the leg and the contraction of the leg 
muscles helps to milk the blood up the 
leg. 


DECIDING whether a person needs 


anything done about varicose veins or 
not requires an examination. The doctor 
needs to know how the deep veins are 
functioning as well as those just beneath 
the skin. 


The superficial veins can be stripped 


out by an operation. If the deep veins are 
involved even after the operation elastic 
support will be needed. When only the 
superficial veins are involved the results 
arc usually better. 


While you may not be able to prevent 


varicose veins, pregnancy, obesity and 
prolonged standing arc factors in their 
occurrence. I do think regular exercise 
of the leg muscles and good walking 
helps maintain muscle support around 
the veins

DPsy Candidates Get Practical Experience

On Wednesday mornings Barbara Jcs- 


sen drives to Frocbcl High School at 21st 
and Damcn In the Plljcn area of Chi- 
cago. a predominantly Mexican neigh- 
borhood. 


She listens as cducably mentally handi- 


capped freshmen sit In a classroom In 
tho midst of the dilapidated building talk- 
Ing of traditional Christmas dinners of 
lacoa, tamalcs and chicken In chili 
sauce. She smiles as they crack jokes 
about "the Immigration man's out to get 
you." She shares the concern of the regu- 
lar teacher who's been working steadily 
with one especially troublesome boy. 


The bell rings, the halls fill with young 


people and Barbara prepares to co-lead a 
therapy group for girls who have re- 
ferred thomiclves to "see the shrinks." 
She will be hearing about drugs, parents, 
teachers, gangs, the Mexican culture, ra- 
cial difficulties and helping them find so- 
lutlons to these problems, 


OTIIEK MORNINGS Barabara heads 


for the same section of the city to work 
with teachers and students at St. Pro- 
copius grade school, sec clients at tho 
Institute of Juvenile Research, attend 
seminars and supervisory sessions. 


Linda Kuntncr spends most of her days 


at the University of Illinois Ncuronsy- 
chlatrlc Center seeing adult and child 
outpatients, working in the In-patlcnt 
wards, and referring troubled people to 
other agencies. She aLio consults at an 
adolescent program at Chicago State 
Hospital, and leads an adolescent psy- 
chotherapy group. 


Barbara and Linda, both DCS Plalnes 


residents, arc interning in tlio Chicago 
Institutions to complete the requirements 
for tltelr doctor of psychology degrees. 
They are part of a new four-year pro- 
gram being offered by the University of 
Illinois. 


TIIK V. OF I. IS THE first university 


In the nation to award the new doctor of 
psychology, or DPsy, degree In addition 
to tho traditional, research-oriented doc- 
tor of philosophy degree In psychology, 
Tho DPsy degree is for practicing psy. 
chologlsts who work directly with trou- 
bled people and the program stresses tho 
practical application of psychology to tho 
treatment and prevention of mental tils- 
orders rather than training in research 
needed for a Ph.D. 


Two DPsy degrees have been awarded 


and 30 students arc currently enrolled in 
the program. 


"Until this program was developed, 


doctoral candidates not Interested In full- 
time research still had to work for tho 
Ph D." explained Donald Peterson, pro- 
fessor of psychology who designed the 
new degree curriculum. "They were 
forced to spend most of their time learn-

Ing research techniques they probably 
would never uso in clinical work." 


AFTEK WORLD War II, he said, the 


Veterans Administration and the Nation- 
al Institute of Mental Health funded an 
expansion of clinical psychology and 
created a demand for masters and doc- 
toral level graduates. 


"Most psychologists then believed that 


doctoral education of clinical workers 
should produce a research scientist who 
would also put new knowledge to use in 
helping people solve their problems. 
Therefore, the research-oriented Ph.D. 


was the only degree approved by tho 
American 
Psychological 
Association," 


Peterson said. 


"In practice, Ph.D. programs rarely 


trained researchers who also worked In 
clinical psychology. 


"Because psychology now has a rea- 


sonably well developed body of knowl- 
edge ready for application to tlicrapy 
and prevention, it's time psychology, like 
medicine, had doctors trained to use the 
methods we have ready," he said. 


ADOPTION OF SIMILAR programs in 


psychology at other universities depends 


on ail-evaluation of the Illinois program 
by tho American Psychological Associ- 
ation. The degree program is currently 
offered at only the Urbana-Champaign 
campus of the University of Illinois. 


Barbara graduated from Iowa State 


University with a B.S. in psychology be- 
foro entering the DPsy program. "We 
spent our first year in didactic lecture- 
discussion courses in psychology and re- 
lated fields," she said pointing out that 
many changes in structure have oc- 
curred in the program since she enrolled. 


"The second year, we had more didac- 


tic classes plus several courses where 
\ve began seeing clients and working in 
the community." 


Barbara, Linda and other DPsy candi- 


dates worked through the student-oper- 
ated Psychological Clinic in Champaign. 
Their work was supervised by professors 
and upper-level graduate students. 


THE TIIIUD YEAIl contained all prac- 


tical courses. Barbara was a co-thcraptst 
in group therapy for one course, worked 
with individuals in treating specific fears 
and anxieties for another, and went to 
other treatment centers to help pro- 


delinquent or delinquent adolescents. 


"The approach taught at Champaign is 


behavior therapy," Barbara said. "The 
main postulate is that a person has 
learned abnormal behavior in the same 
way we learn appropriate, socially ac- 
ceptable behavior. The job of the thera- 
pist is to teach the person new behaviors 
that will make him happier or keep him 
out of trouble. 


"Behavior therapy also operates un- 


der the premise that the behavior is cur- 
rently being maintained by a person's 
environment," she continued. "Part of 
our job is to make changes in the envi- 
ronment to help change the behavior. 
The environment can be physical or it 
can be the father, mother, brothers, sis- 
ters or the person himself." 


The fourth year is spent interning. Stu- 


dents, with the assistance of the U. of I., 
find institutions to work in where they 
will gain experience in the area of psy- 
chology they wish to pursue. Barbara fa- 
vors working with children and commu- 
nity institutions; Linda has found her 
niche working with adolescents. 


"I WAS LOOKING forward to the in- 


ternship so much," said Linda. "It's 
really like having a job although there is 
a committee that supervises your work. 


"You learn so much more from doing 


and listening. I feel you're given a great 
deal of responsibility, even as a trainee 
(in the DPsy program). You're seeing 
people and making decisions that will 
change their livcj." 


"I don't think you can be prepared for 


c l i n i c a l work with only didactic 
courses," Barbara added. "You can only 
prepare for it by doing it. You can get 
graduate work, theories or ideas from 
books but it's not until you've applied 
those ideas that you can turn them into 
something useful." 


During this last year both young wom- 


en are required to develop an extensive 
paper, called a professional report, that 
contributes to the body of knowledge in 
clinical psychology. 


UNLIKE THE dissertation normally 


required in the Ph.D.program which de- 
mands research and analysis, the profes- 
sional report involves creative thinking 
and expansion on a topic of interest to 
the student. 


Although the U. of I. program is 


unique tho degree is being accepted and, 
according to Warren Steinman, director 
of programs in clinical psychology, DPsy 
students will find jobs easily. 


"Every year we receive hundreds of 


Inquiries from public and private mental 
health facilities and hospitals. The type 
of person they want is the type of person 
we are training," Steinman said. "The 
program also is a small step toward 
meeting a demand for training in applied 
clinical psychology." 


A Home That Groivs Or Shrinks 


Design Flexible Housing 


by DOROTHEA M. I! ROOKS 


If you've wished a favored apartment 


or house could expand with a growing 
family, or shrink as tho children left 
home, or even move with its occupants 
— the day may be coming. 


A system of flexible housing could bo 


Introduced in today's business climate 
under existing real estate practices, and 
such a house could be In common use 
within 20 years, according to a Standard 
Research Institute SRI researcher. 


Richard L. Martin, writing in SRI's 


quarterly. "Investments In Tomorrow," 
says a house built of detachable com- 
ponents bolted together on a steel frame 
could be assembled and disassembled 
with ease. 


This would allow the addition or re- 


moval of rooms, refurbishing, ami, if 
necenary. tho relocation of the entire 
house to be accomplished simply and 
economically. 


FOR THE WOMAN with a penchant 


for moving the furniture around, there 
would be an added dimension. According 
to Martin, a senior housing economist at 
the Institute, a man could move an en- 
tire bathroom — walls, floor and fixtures 
— In half a day, with his wife's help. 


The flexible construction technique un- 


der study at SRI 1s not yet In use. How- 
ever, a prototype, system, using a some- 
what less flexible design, has been tried 
out successfully in the New Town of 
Jonathan. Minn. The more flexible ver- 
sion has been applied to the development 
of service stations for a major oil com- 
pany, and It is expected the first of the 
new stations will be built by mid-1973. 


THE HOUSE 15 built by hanging stan- 


dard components on a steel frame. The 
components include wall, floor and roof 
sections and packages of wiring and 
plumbing elements. Standard fasteners 
attached to each component allow rapid 
assembly and disassembly of the entire 
house. Since a few components can be' 
combined In many different ways, each 


house can be designed to reflect the 
needs and tastes of its occupants. 


Tho flexible dwelling, according to 


Martin, "would resist natural disasters 
such as earthquakes and hurricanes as 
well as or better than conventional struc- 
tures." 
' 


The design technique, he said, could be 


used to construct any type of building 
from a single-family dwelling to a high- 
rise office building. It could be adapted 
to any architectural style, from Victorian 
brownstone to contemporary, and could 
be used with any typo of building mate- 
rials. 


A DWELLING constructed by this 


technique, Martin said, could be modi- 
fied over the years to meet the occu- 
pants' changing needs. Rooms could be 
added or removed, and interior furnish- 
ings such as wall sections could be re- 
paired or upgraded. If desired, the entire 
building could be replaced. For example, 
he noted, an English Tudor could be con- 
verted to a Colonial style, or a house 
could be replaced by a commercial build- 
ing if zoning permitted. 


THE CHIEF difference between the 


flexible system and a conventional struc- 
ture, Martin said, is not that it Is built of 
components. Many buildings now arc 
componcntlzcd. But in a flexible building 
the components arc designed to be dis- 
assembled as well as assembled easily 
and economically. 


A small building — up to three or four 


stories high — could be built entirely of 
detachable components, Martin said. 


The case of disassembly, Martin said, 


allows the flexible dwelling to be modi- 
fled economically from time to time to 
reflect the changing needs and tastes of 
its occupants. Additionally, he noted, it 
opens up a variety of new business op- 
portunities In the repair, replacement 
and upgrading of components. 


AS AN EXAMPLE, he noted, In a flex- 


ible dwelling a housewife would be able 
to arrange the kitchen to suit her work 
habits, and Individual appliances, hung 
on a support structure, could be replaced 


easily with refinements as the system 
evolved. 


These features of the flexible home, 


Martin said, give it an advantage over 
other factory housing. In addition, unlike 
other types of factory housing, it offers a 
variety of options ns to whether the com- 
ponents are assembled in the factory or 
on site and how the houses are dis- 
tributed. 


For example, the entrepreneur could 


build units entirely in the factory and 
sell them as mobile homes from a sales 
lot to the consumer, who then would 
have them placed in a park that accepts 
such housing. Or he could build com- 
ponents In the factory and have them as- 
sembled partly there and partly on site, 
or entirely on site. 


Martin said a system of flexible hous- 


ing could be introduced today, since 
many parts and pieces already exist. 
Factory-built doors and windows, for ex- 
ample, are standard throughout the 
building industry, and componcntized 
bathrooms are coming into. use. Steel 
f r a m i n g , relocatable partitions and 
removable floor panels are off-the-shelf 
items in'commercial construction. • 


The home builder, Martin said, could 


introduce flexible construction now by 
subcontracting existing components from 
both commercial and housing supplies 
and having on-sitc crews build such add!- 
11 o n a 1 components as prepackaged 
plumbing that fits beneath the floor sec- 
tions, adjustable pier foundations on 
which the frames would sit, and sectlona- 
lized roofing. 


In addition to the benefits to occupants 


and builders, Martin said, a flexible 
building system would have a big plus 
for the community. The cost of land 
clearance — when that time come — 
would be greatly reduced from the levels 
which make urban renewal so expensive 
today. And the ability to refurbish and 
modify older houses simply and econom- 
ically would tend to prevent the spread 
of urban blight.

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The Limits Of Lib 


Are you still Involved with Christ- 


mastime? Would you believe I'm work- 
Ing on Easter? 


It'i not that I'm rushing the season, oh 


no. In one of my weaker moments I vol- 
unteered to grow all the flowers for the 
Easter altar at church. Timing Is all, 
can't afford to look like a big dummy 
when my tulips don't bloom on time. 


Consider that It Is only 18 weeks until 


Easter. If you're even remotely thinking 
of forcing bulbs just for fun. 


If you don't have any forcing bulbs on 


hand, sec your local nurseryman who 
will help you select bulbs specially devel- 
oped for this purpose. Any old tulip or 
hyacinth won't do. I could rattle off a list 
of recommended varieties, but what if 
you can't get these particular ones? So 
better check with old reliable nursery- 
man. 


TIP NUMUKIt one: Don't use small, 


scarred or shriveled bulbs for forcing 
You need the plumpest, healthiest stock 
for this project. 


Count back 12 to 14 weeks and you'll 


find the tulips and hyacinths must be set 
in pots Jan. II to 23. Stagger plantings so 
you're sure to get Holy Week blossoms 
(April 22nd Is Easier). Chances arc bulbs 
may be slower rather than quicker to 
bloom In home-like, Icss-than-ldeal condi- 
tions. 


Get a good, old fashioned clay pot 


(with drainage hole) at least twice 
the depth of the bulbs. Soak the empty 
pot In water for 24 hours before using It 
to absorb as much moisture as the pot 
can hold. 


Became of their weight, the clay pots 


won't fall over when the bulbs (hopeful- 
ly) get heavy with stems ami blooms. 
Before you put In the soil, cover the hole 
with a big chunk of another broken clny 
pot. Add gravel or smaller pieces of pot 
to a one-Inch depth and top with a small 
plug of clean straw or hay or clean dry 
leaves (If you can find any under the 
snow.) This plug layer will prevent the 
soil from washing down and out. 


SOU. IS next to consider. Use fresh, 


light soil with no fertilizer. I like fluffy. 
dry "Envco" mix, put out by the Black 
Magic people. It's a combination of bal- 


anced garden loam, organic matter and 
vcrmlculitc. U Is expensive — about $1.19 
for 6 dry quarts. I avoid using wet mix 
as it Is soggy to begin with and ends up 
being "gluc-y." To me, It's worth the dif- 
ference In price (about 20 cents). 


Set the bulbs in the pot loosely — don't 


press them. Avoid letting the bulbs touch 
each other, but place them so they are 
close to the edge of the pot. This way the 
foliage will sweep out over the edge ar- 
tistically. (That's an old flower-arrang- 
ing trick picked up in garden club.) 


Till: TULIP bulbs should be planted so 


that the tips reach the top of the pots. 
Hyacinths can have one-third of their 
bulbs exposed. Leave space In the top of 
the pot so that when you water, the soil 
doesn't run over and make a mess. 


Water the filled pots thoroughly with- 


out drowning them. Like Count Dracula, 
the bulbs must have complete darkness. 
Try to find a suitable spot below 50 de- 
grees but over freezing (40isli) so the 
bulbs can develop. 


Now here's where most people goof. 


They think once the bulbs are potted, 
they can be forgotten until spring. Wrong 
— they must be watered regularly. After 
all, they are growing even though the dy- 
namics Inside the pot arc not visible. If I 
let my bulbs dry up now, I'm doomed to 
failure. (Might as well shell out $75 In 
the florist and foist the bought variety off 
as my own to the padre). 


WHEN TIIK pots are loaded with roots 


and the stems are two to throe indies 
high, put the pots In a little warmer, 
dark room (about CO degrees) for two 
weeks. Next they are ready for indirect 
light at room temperature so they can 
burst into bloom. Shade them somewhat 
the first few days. 


Keeping them out of the direct sun 


streaming into a room will keep them 
blooming longer. But to bring the flowers 
from 4i) degrees darkness right to 72 dc- 
grro sun will cause them to go blind 
(wither). It's similar to a scuba diver 
u ho gels the bends. 


After the bulbs bloom, let them die • 


down naturally, and plant outdoors for 
other years. Don't try to get another 
forcing out of them — the Society for the 
Prevention ot Cruelly to Tulips? 


Who Should And Should Not Work 


by HELEN IIENNESSY 


NEW YORK — Dorothy Becker, corpo- 


rate vice president of Staff Builders, a 
large temporary employment 
service 


that has nationwide offices, maintains 
that there arc two sides to the liberation- 
career syndrome so in evidence right 
now. And she believes that It may be 
right for some women but not for all. 


It is her contention that the liberation 


movement has done a great wrong to 
some women. 


"Instead of giving women freedom of 


choice, it has done exactly the opposite 
and has made women who arc happy as 
homcmakcrs feel guilty because they 
like what they arc doing. 


"But I think the fault lie's more in the 


manner in which the movement has been 
presented than In the feminists them- 
selves," she said. 


MILS. BECKEU feels that women 


should be permitted to choose whether to 
stay at home or rise to a top job in busi- 
ness. But the key words are "permitted 
to choose," and without stigma. 


A mother and housewife herself for 20 


years before going back to work in 1961, 
she says that in her present job she has 


talked with women who should not, in 
her opinion, be returning to the career 
market at all but feel under pressure to 
do so. 


Mrs. Becker gave her views on women 


she believes should not go back to work. 


First are those who go to work because 


of women's lib pressure and those who 
want to take a job because all their 
friends arc working and have made them 
feel out of the mainstream. 


ANOTIIEIl TYPE is the woman who 


would become a martyr if she got a job, 
telling the kids not to bother her with 
their homework and cutting her husband 
down to size by reminding him of her 
contribution to the household finances. 
Even if her husband has no job, Mrs. 
Becker says, 
this kind of woman 


shouldn't work. 


"If her working will destroy her hus- 


band and family," she said, "they would 
be bejtcr off on welfare." 


The other type of woman who shouldn't 


work, she believes, Is the one who is 
self-indulgent but In being so, still pre- 
serves her family. She is happy gabbing 
on the phone with friends and spending 
the afternoons watching soap operas. 


Quadruple Garclen Courses For 1973 


"There are women who enjoy this kind 


of life and they shouldn't be told that 
they're wrong if they do. These women 
have as much right to do as they wish as 
other women who pursue a career." 


Mrs. Becker disagrees with the Na- 


tional Organization of Women's resolu- 
tion which urges women not to do volun- 
teer work. 


"SOME 
WOMEN 
prefer volunteer 


work to a business career," she said. "If 
the work is meaningful, volunteer work 
can provide any person with a great deal 
of satisfaction. And who can say what is 
meaningful? It varies from individual to 
Individual." 


For women who are ambitious where a 


business career is concerned or for other 
reasons want to work, returning to the 
labor force via a temporary employment 
service can be a great help — especially 
if the woman hasn't been employed out-

ThesConsumer

The new year 1973 can be expected to 


bring significant improvements In the 
consumer arena. 


We make this prediction on the basis of 


Important consumer legislation that was 
passed Just before the 92nd Congress ad- 
journed late this fall, and in the hope 
that consumers will make full use of the 
powers granted them In this legislation. 


The Consumer Product Safety Com- 


mission, signed into existence Oct. 23, 
has board powers to insure the safety of 
"any article or component thereof found 
In or around" a home or school. The only 
expccllon.1 arc motor vehicles, boats, to- 
bacco, Insecticides, and food, drugs and 
cosmetics, all of which arc covered by 
other legislation. 


The Commission can set mandatory 


safety standards covering performance, 
design, construction, labeling, warnings, 
and instructions, and can ban any prod- 
uct violating the standards. 


While setting of a standard will require 


at least 210 days, and another 30 to 180 to 
become effective, the commission can 
seek, court action to immediately ban a 
product considered "imminently hazard- 
ous." Firms are prohibited from "stock- 
piling" fl product prior to a ban's effec- 
tive date, either by manufacturing It or 
distributing it. 


MANUFACTURERS and retailers of 


products found to be hazardous can be 
required by the commission to give pub- 
lic notice of a defect, recall or repair 
defects, replace defective products, or 
refund the purchase price. 


A real breakthrough Is the requirement 


that firms notify the commission BE- 
FORE distributing a new consumer prod- 
uct — for the first time ever, an agency 
may be able to close the barn door be- 
fore the hone gets out. 


Most Important, however, arc the 


channels provided for Individual con- 
sumers to participate in this process and 
to seek redress. The act allows ordinary 
citizens to petition the commission to set, 
change, or revoke, safety standards. If 
the commission declines to invoke a safe- 
ty standard against a product, the act 
permits the consumer to seek federal 
court enforcement of the standard — and 
to recover attorney fees If he Is suc- 
cessful. 


In addition, any one who Is Injured by 


• product has the right to sue for dam- 
ages in federal district court, although 
recovery of damages can be won only by 
proving willful violation of a safety stan- 
dard. 


ONE DEBATABLE provision of the act 


Is the prohibition against state product 
standards. While national uniformity is 
nearly essential where interstate com- 
merce Is Involved, this provision strips 
states of all power to protect their citi- 
zens when federal protection Is weak or 
lacking, and therefore places tremendous 
responsibility on the new commission to 
be on top of the situation at all times. 


This brings up (he question of how ef- 


fective the new commlwlon may be. 
With a nucleus formed by the Bureau of 
Product Safety, which used to be a part 
of the Department of Health. Education 
and Welfare, the new agency will be run 
by five commissioners, to be appointed 
by President Nixon early next year. 


Learning from bitter experience with 


other agencies, Congress incorporated 


into the law stringent requirements for 
commissioners. No commissioner — or 
any other commission official above the 
GS-lt level — can accept a job with n 
firm regulated by the commission for 12 
months after leaving the commission. 
Tills may result In commissioners being 
chosen Irom the academic world. Anoth- 
er provision forbids that more than three 
commissioners be associated with the 
same political party. 


Thus, the first step for the consumer, 


in making the new legislation work for 
you, will be to watch for announcements 
of appointees to the commission, inform 
yourself as to the appointees' back- 
grounds and capabilities, and then ex- 
press approval or disapproval to your 
representatives in Congress.

NEW YORK — (NBA) — Mrs. Mamie 


Chones of Racine, \Vi.s., used to shop on a 
day-today basis because her family was 
too poor and the refrigerator loo small 
to stock up. (Mr. J. W. Cliones died Ilirec 
years ago. leaving Mamie with their six 
children, ranging from Jim, now 22, to 
Sylvia, 11). 


There would usually be n dozen epgs in 


the rcfrlwnilor, and possibly a small 
piece of salt pork and maybe some mix- 
ed sausage In a bulk. Rarely milk. The 
family drank Kool-Ade or tea. No bread, 
except for the biscuits Mamie Chones 
baked when sho wasn't too pooped afler 
work (she was the sole support of her 
family and earned $10 a day making sal- 
ads in a restaurant). No vegetables. No 
fruit. No Ice cream. "Not much of any- 
thing," she recalls. 


Last February Jim became a profes- 


sional basketball player and the Chones 
family became millionaires. I called 
Mamie Chnnc.i recently to ask what she 
has In her refrigerator now. "You'd be 
surprised," she exclaimed. It is a new 
two-door. 17-cuble-feet Whirlpool. I could 
hoar tho thick suck of ono of the refrig- 
erator doors opening. ThU Is what 
Mamie Chones told me she saw: A ten- 
pound ham, a three-pound roast chicken, 
n three-pound fried chicken, two three- 
pound sirloin steaks, a package of 20 
beef patties, a three-pound package of 
round steak, six dozen cpgs, 32 weiner, 
32 slices of Kraft pizza cheese, 32 slices 
of Wisconsin cheese, "a whole gallon of 
milk," "a whole bag of apples" (12), "a 
whole bag of oranges (I2>, 12 cans of 
frozen orange Juice, two loaves of sand- 
wich bread, two family-sire bottles of 
catsup, two large jars of Miracle Whip 
salad dressing, a jar of dill pickles, a 
package of mixed fro/en vegetables, a 
package of frozen butter beans, a pack- 
age of fresh blackcycd peas, a couple of 
packages of frozen turnip greens and a 
gallon of French vanilla Ice cream. 


The setting for the new refrigerator 


U also new. The Chones family moved 
Into a finer neighborhood and a grander 
house. "We lived In in old wood house 
with oo idling, no anything — the plumb- 
Ing wai bad and the water would run 
down all over the kitchen all (he time 
and we weren't always able to pay to get 
U fixed." Mrs. Cbones xald. "But the 
house wasn't quite as bad at some slum 
placet. It had two floors and three me- 
dium-shed bedrooms." 


A few months after Jim began receiv- 


ing his pro basketball money, the family 
moved from Edgcwood Avenue to a two- 
story brick house on, appropriately 
enough. Haven Avenue. 


"It's got five bedrooms with two and 


three closets In each bedroom. A big liv- 


sllitls and then ho had a cold and he 
hasn't been playing as well as he'd want 
to. And there's always something with 
one of the kids, school, or a fall, or some- 
tiling. 


"But I don't worry any more about 


having food to feed them. And I haven't 
forgot those old days. I'm not really too 
religious but I think that this was all 
something that happened from God. I of- 
ten think about that, of why me that this 
dream should happen to. Well, I really 
think that I deserved It. That after a lot 
of hardship we have a lot of happiness 
now. I thank the Lord for Jim and for all 
my kids." 


"I think way back and remember 


scolding Jim for going out to play ball 
instead of doing his homework," she 
said, laughingly. "I'm happy and I didn't 
discourage him from his ball-playing."

An offer or a binder will be considered a 
contract when signed by buyer and .sell- 
er. 


Certificate of title: This is the paper 


that signifies ownership of a house. It 
usually contains a legal description of 
the house and its land, and restrlctons of 
record. 


Closing cosii: Often referred to as set- 


tlement costs, these costs are in addition 
to the price of the house.

search and insurance, and transfer of 
ownership charges.

Equity: A buyer's initial and increas- 


ing ownership rights in a house as he 
pays off the mortgage. When the mort- 
gage Is fully paid off the buyer has 100 
per cent equity In the house. 


Escrow funds: Money, or papers repre- 


senting financial transactions, which are 
given to a third party (usually a Realtor 
or lawyer) to hold until all conditions in 
a contract arc fulfilled. 


I'll A approval: This is a misnomer. 


"There is no such tiling as an FHA ap- 
proved house," Hall points out. "If a 
builder advertises 'FHA approval,' he is 
misleading you at worst and, at best, 
badly stating his belief that his house 
will meet the standards for an FHA In- 
sured mortgage. 


To buy a home and obtain an FHA (pan 


it Is necessary to have an FHA appraisal 
and the purchaser's financial capability 
approved by the FHA (Federal Housing 
Administration) before a commitment 
for FHA approval Is Issued. Then the in- 
dependent lender Is In a position to dis- 
perse the mortgage proceeds. Some 
homes may have already bought an FHA 
appraisal to anticipate a buyer under 
FHA terms. 


Hazard Insurance: Insurance to protect 


against damage'caused to property by 
fire, windstorm and other common haz- 
ards. Aside from Its Importance to home- 
owners, such Insurance always is a stipu- 
lation by the mortgagee (lender) to pro- 
tect his investment. 


Home Mortgage loan: A special kind of

First, if 
you have a well, make sure it is properly 
cased and constructed so that it will be 
p r o t e c t e d from near-surface. con- 
tamination from pesticides, insecticides, 
etc. The Ground Water Council suggests 
a reliable local well'drilling contractor 
can help you here. 


If you have a home sewage or septic 


system, make certain it works properly 
and is cleaned periodically. It should be 
located away from the well, downhill 
from your water supply. There is no uni- 
versal rule on how far your well should 
be from sources of contamination, since 
earth formations vary. 


If individuals or companies abandon 


wells, they should be properly capped to 
avoid direct leakage into the under- 
ground water supply. Central sewage 
plants should treat sewage to a high de- 
gree, to protect surface as well as 
ground water supplies,

Mortgage Insurance premium: The 


payment made by a borrower to the len- 
der for transmittal to HUD-FHA to help 
defray the cost of the FHA mortgage in- 
surance program and to provide a re- 
serve fund to protect lenders against loss 
in Insured mortgage transactions. In the' 
case of an FHA insured mortgage this 
represents an annual rate of one-half of 
one per cent paid by the mortgagor (bor- 
rower) on a monthly basis to FHA. 


Mortgagor: The homeowner who is ob- 


ligated to repay a mortgage loan on a 
property he has purchased. 


Mortgagee: The bank, savings i loan 


association, or other lender who loans 
the money to the mortgagor. 


Prepared expenses: The initial deposit 


at time of closing, for taxes and hazard 
insurance and the subsequent monthly 
deposits made to the lender for that pur- 
pose. 


Special assessment: A tax for a specif- 


ic purpose such as providing paved 
streets or new sewers. Owners whose 
properties abut the improved streets or 
tie into thc'ncw sewer system must pay 
the tax. 


Title: The evidence of a person's legal 


right to possession of property, normally 
in the form of a deed. 


Title Company: A company that spe- 


cializes in a title search and insuring 
title to property. (See item below.) 


Title Insurance: Special 
Insurance 


which usually protects buyers and len- 
ders against loss of their Interest in prop- 
erty due to unforeseen occurrences that 
might be traced to legal flaws in pre- 
vious ownership. Likewise, a homeowner 
can protect his Interest by purchasing 
separate coverage. 


Title search or examination: Research 


of the title records, generally at the local 
courthouse, to guarantee that you are 
buying the house from the legal owner 
and that there arc no liens, overdue spe- 
cial assessments, or other claims or out- 
standing restrictive covenants filed in 
the record.

words of advice: "Above all, know the 
real estate agent with whom you are 
doing business. If you arc not sure of his 
reputation, check him out with your local 


real estate board (in Chicago, the Chi' 
cago Real Estate Board at IS S. Mich- 
igan Ave.).

knowing the terms and procedures of a 
real estate transaction, it would be to 
your advantage to engage the services of 
a qualified real estate attorney before 
you sign any documents and to represent 
you at the closing of the sale."

Size Your Home Water System 


How much water docs your family use 


— or need — each day? And how can you 
make sure you get the proper amount, 
with enough pressure to allow the use of 
several outlets at the same time? 


If your source of water is a private 


well, you should have an adequately siz- 
ed water system — Including pump and 
accessory equipment — to moke sure 
that a supply of fresh water U always 
available, under pressure, for Immediate 
use In your home. 


To size your pump correctly, a knowl- 


edge of the peak water demand in your 
home is essential. The demand (capac- 
ity) In gallons per minute should equal 
tho number of water outlets installed. 
For example, a water system with a ca- 
pacity of 12 gallons per minute would be 
required for a modern home with two 
bathrooms, a kitchen, an automatic dish- 
washer, an automatic washing machine, 
a laundry tub in the basement, and two 
outside faucets. 


Your water system should be capable 


of delivering the required capacity in 
your home continuously for one hour. 
You'll need about 75 gallons a day per 
person for household use, plus more for 
outside use. 


A water system is normally set to op- 


crate at pressures between 20 and 4D 
pounds per square Inch. Where special 
situations exist — where the pump is in- 
stalled at a great distance from • the 
house or outlets arc more than 20 fret 
above the pump — manufacturers now 
recommend 30 psl to 50 psi systems. 


The Water Systems Council suggests 


that the first step in getting the right 
system for your homo is to contact a re- 
liable local water systems dealer. He 
may be a well driller, a plumber, a hard- 
ware dealer, or a home appliance dealer. 
Your dealer wilt help you calculate your 
exact water requirements based on the 
facilities and appliances installed in your 
homo.

To Build Better Trails 


Bombardier Ltaltcd'i inowmoblle trail 


Brooming program, called Snoplan, Is 
b«lng grcaUy accelerated this winter, It 
was announced by Laurent Bcaudoln, 
Bombardier president. 


"Our studies of more than two years. 


Including last winter's Snoplan test trail 
Brooming, have convinced us that the 
key to the future of safe, enjoyable, cor- 
rect environmental use of snowmobiles Is 
Rood trails," Bcaudoin stressed. "We are 
Intensifying our efforts In this direction."

ception stayed on and safely enjoyed the 
good trails provided for them In our (c.it 
grooming last winter." the Bombardier 
president continued. "Wherever they did 
this, virtually all criticisms of snow- 
m o b l l e r s 
and snowmoblllng dis- 


appeared!" 


"We also are convinced that the best 


way to attain more and better snow- 
mobile trails Is to work with and enlist 
the efforts of the snowmobile clubs of 
North America, to help them become In- 
volved In trail activities In cooperation 
with each other and with various govern- 
ment groups," Bcaudoln said. 


To this end, Beaudoln announced, 


Bombardier's Snoplan this winter will 
seek to help as many snowmobile clubs 
as possible. In acquiring a Bombardier 
Skldozcr trail maintenance vehicle and 
groomer at little or no Initial cost to the 
club. 


To encourage clubs to order n Skldozcr 


and become Involved actively In devel- 
oping and maintaining snowmobile trails 
In their area, Bombardier's Skl-Doo and 
Industrial Divisions and distributors will 
cooperate In giving a snowmobile club a 
free Skl-Doo snowmobile with a Skidozcr 
order. In addition, they will give the 
club, without charge, six snowmobile ap- 
parel accessory items, an extensive ar- 


ray of promotional materials Including 
2,000 each of Snoplan suit patches, dec- 
als, and bumper stickers, and assistance 
with local informational, educational, 
and promotional trail grooming and 
Skldozcr efforts by the club. All mate- 
rials highlight the attractive new Snoplan 
logo Introducod this winter by Bomb- 
ardier. 


A special three-year low interest fi- 


nancing plan is provided to a club pur- 
chasing a Skldozcr for troll use. The 
snowmobile and other free products and 
materials can be used In fund-raising ac- 
tivities by the club, where permissible, 
or as the club sees fit. 


Ueaudoin pointed out that the 100 Mile 


Snow Safari Club at Laona-Wabeno, Wis., 
last winter became the first independent 
snowmobile club in the United States la 
acquire a Skidozcr. That vehicle was 
purchased by the club and put into use 
through the club's own fund-raising ef- 
forts. Bombardier's Snoplan is designed 
to facilitate such efforts. 


Bcaudoin said that Quebec provincial 


experiences show that when snowmobile 
clubs become involved in trail grooming 
and develop good trails their activities 
can greatly enhance club growth and en- 
joyment of activities. He cited one group 
of 14 Quebec snowmobile clubs whose 
membership increased from 7,683 to 
13,397 and revenues 
from 
$76,7CO to 


Sino.BOO from winter 1970-71 to last winter 
after acquisition of grooming vehicles 
and active work In improving area trails. 


The club group increased trail mileage 


meeting minimum safety and use re- 
quirements from MB to 1,980 miles yet 
trail maintenance cost only went up from 
$45,960 to $62,000. Thus, while club reve- 
nues were Increasing 135 per cent and 
trail maintenance cost 34 per cent, ratio 
of maintenance cost to revenues de- 


creased 25.6 per cent, providing opportu- 
nity for club growth into other activities 
as well. 


"We believe that if snowmobile clubs 


are given adequate encouragement and 
assistance, they will band together in ad- 
jacent areas to pool their people, re- 
sources, and potentials and will cooper- 
ate 
with their various government 


groups as well," said Beaudoln. "Then 
they can, and will, become the force to 
.bring about the necessary increase of 
many thousands of miles of good snow- 
mobile trails essential to the future of 
snowmobiling in today's 
environment. 


We expect our Ski-Doo and Industrial Di- 
visions' activities In this winter's Snoplan 
to make important strides In this direc- 
tion." 


Ski-Doo dealers will seek to promote 


snowmobile club membership among 
customers and Snoplan will provide per- 
sonal, filmed, and printed technical ad- 
vice and assistance to clubs on trail de- 
velopment and maintenance.

Blend In 4 table- 
spoons flour, then add 2Vt cups milk, Vt 
cup beer, and cook, stirring constantly 
until mixture is thickened and smooth. 


Add the noodles, 4 hard-cooked eggs, 


peeled and sliced, 2 jars (2Vt ounce) 
dried beef, snipped Into small pieces, salt 
and pepper to taste.

DIRECTIONS FOR ROASTING 


A HOLIDAY TURKEY 


To Thaw: Place frozen turkey, still In 


its plastic bag, Into large brown paper 
sack, close ends, and allow to thaw at 
room temperature for one hour per 
pound; or place turkey, In Its plastic 
bag, into cold water (changing water 
frequently) and allow to thaw for 30 min- 
utes per pound. Remove plastic bag, re- 
move neck and giblets from cavities, 
rinse turkey and pat dry with paper 
towls, then refrigerate Immediately or 
stuff and bake. 


To Roast: Skewer neck skin securely 


to back. Fasten legs down cither by ty- 
ing or tucking under skin band. Tuck 
wing lips under back of turkey. Place 
turkey breast-slde-up on rack In shallow 
roasting pan. Brush with melted fat, If 
desired. If a roast-meat thermometer is 
used, insert Into thick part of thigh. Use 
chart below as a guide to length of roast- 


ing time allowing an extra half-hour for 
variance in cooking time. 


A 'tent' of foil may be placed loosely 


over turkey to keep It from browning too 
fast and should be removed the last 30 
m i n u t e s or so of cooking. Baste 
frequently. 


Turkey Is done when: (1) Roast-meat 


thermometer registers 180-185 degrees; 
(2) Thick part of drumstick feels soft 
when pressed with protected thumb and 
forefinger; (3) Drumstick and thigh 
move easily.

To keep dry beans from souring If 


thcrc're to be soaked overnight, boil 
them in water for two minutes before 
setting them aside in a worm room. 
Beans parboiled for two minutes also can 
bo soaked for only an hour and then 
cooked. 


One cup of dry beans yields from 2 to 


234 cups of cooked ones, depending on 
the variety.

If you're preparing 
the turkey stuffing and find you're short 
a V: cup of packaged fine dry bread 
crumbs, simply substitute 1 cup (2 ox.) 
of homemade ciumbs from 3 or 4 slices 
of dry bread.

More Nutrition Education? 
Promising Outlook For New Year

sumerisra made more headlines than 
progress this year but the outlook for 
1973 Is more promising. 


Most of the 1973 pack of the nation's 


largest fruit and vegetable canner Del 
Monte Corp. will use nutritional labeling. 
The new labels will list the calorie, fat, 
protein and carbohydrate content and the 
percentages of standard recommended 
dally allowances of 10 basic nutrients in 
each one cup portion of the company's 
canned products. 


The meat Industry plans to launch ear- 


ly In the new year a system of simplified 
Identification and names for retail cuts 
of fresh or fresh-frown beef, veal, pork 
and lamb. In a November announce- 
ment, the National Live Stock and Meat 
Board. Chicago, said the program Is ex- 
pected eventually to standardize names 
at the retail level in all SO states. 


Three familiar names for ground meat

Katz Speaker Bid Gives Voice To Upstart Democrats

State Rep. Harold Katz, D-Glcncoc, 


will announce his candidacy today for 
the ipoakershlp of the Illinois House of 
Representative]. 


Tho suburban Democrat scheduled a 


press conference for 10 a.m., when he 
will announce the backing of 13 other 
Chicago and suburban Democrats for his 
candidacy and a program of legislative 
reform. 


Among those who have pledged to sup- 


port Katz are Rep. Eugenia S. Chapman 
of Arlington Heights, Rep. Aaron Jaffe of 
Skokle, Rep. Dan Pierce of Highland 
Park, and newly elected Richard A. Mu- 


gallon of Palatine, who will be sworn In 
as a legislator when the 78th General As- 
sembly convenes on Jan. 10. 


Katz' announcement comes at a time 


nhcn Republicans, who will have a bare 
one-vote majority in the new Legisla- 
ture, arc engaged in a bitter battle over 
attempts to unseat the present speaker, 
rtcp. W. Robert Blair, R-Evanston. 


Observers give Katz virtually 
no 


chance to win cither the speakorshlp or 
the nomination of the Democratic minor- 
ity.

Tim MOVE IS SEEN rather as an as- 


sertion of growing influence by indepen- 
dently minded Democrats and an at- 


tempt to wrest some power from the Chi- 
cago and Downstate "insiders" who have 
controlled party affairs traditionally. 


Although Pierce, a member of the In- 


dependent group, was given the post of 
minority whip in the current legislature, 
the Independents have been angered at 
his exclusion from party leadership con- 
ferences. 


One observer commented, "At the opti- 


mum, they may get Katz or another of 
their number named to a key leadership 
post — or they may extract a promise of 
a greater role for Pierce." 


Katz and some of his supporters have 


declared that they are concerned less 


with what candidate they may be able to 
place in the leadership than they are 
with selling the reform program they 
have drafted. The reforms are aimed at 
restricting the dictatorial powers of the 
speaker, requiring greater notice to the 
public on proposed legislation, and in- 
creasing the rights of individual mem- 
bers of the House, among other things. 


IN A PREPARED statement, Katz de- 


clared, "Singularly missing from all the 
other announced candidates (for speak- 
er) is any commitment to a program, to 
make the House function better. The

Observers give Katz virtually no 


chance to win cither the speakcrshlp or 
the nomination of the Democratic minor- 
ity. 


THE MOVE IS SEEN rather as an as- 


sertion of growing Influence by Indepen- 
dently minded Democrats and an at- 


tempt to wrest some power from the Chi- 
cago and Downstate "insiders" who have 
controlled party affairs traditionally. 


Although Pierce, a member of the in- 


dependent group, was given the post of 
minority whip in the current legislature, 
the independents have been angered at 
his exclusion from party leadership con- 
ferences.

The final plats approved were for the 


Foxboro, Harmony Village (unnamed be- 
fore Tuesday) and Shadow Bend devel- 
opments. The board was recommended 
by the plan commission to accept the 
plats. 


Trustee Michael Valcnza told the board 


the Shadow Bend development is espe- 
cially welcome in the village. "We have 
worked for six years to finalize this de- 
velopment and it's good to have it in the 
village." 


VALENZA ALSO explained that the de- 


velopers of Shadow Bend will repair, re- 
condition and reactivate a lift station in 
the vicinity of the development "They 
are doing this at a cost of more than 
$50,000, which is a real service to our 
community and to future developers," 
said the trustee. 


The board also abrogated the covenant 


on Shadow Bend that limited it to one 
and two-bedroom apartments. 
Devel- 


opers will now be allowed to build three- 
bedroom townhouses. 


The board changed the zoning of two 


plots of land from R-l (residential) to 
PD-4 ( p l a n n e d development) The 
changes affect planned six-story high- 
rise apartments at 810 McHenry Rd. and 
the Harmony Way development. 


Trustees pointed out that the Harmony 


Way development, located south of Man- 
chester Drive and cast of Wolf Road, will 
make Manchester Drive a full street 
rather than a deadend. They also said 
the developer did not ask to build the 
maximum number of apartments on the 
property. 


FINALLY, THE BOARD awarded a 


bid to the Rock Road Construction Co. 
for final flood control improvements. The 
bid was valued at $29,672 and the work is 
expected to begin in March or April.

Larson said in bis most recent status 


report on local flood control projects that 
the swale should be sufficient to relieve 
street and rear yard drainage problems. 
The report is dated Dec. 20. 


In an effort to Identify any areas 


where flooding frequently occurs and has 
not been reported, Larson said the re- 
sults of a recent survey of local residents 
arc being tabulated and platted for refer- 
ence. Approximately 350 survey' forms 
were returned. Using this information, 
the public works department will expand 
its maintenance program to prevent re- 
curring problems, Larson said.

New Ordinance 


Creates City 


Fire Department 


The Holllng Meadows City Council con- 


cluded Tuesday the final slop necessary 
for the transfer of fire protection duties 
from the fire district to the city when It 
approved an ordinance creating a city 
fire department. 


The ordinance was necessary as a fol- 


low-up to a 
fire district ordinance 


enacted two weeks ngo dissolving the dis- 
trict as of Jan. t. The elimination of the 
fire district was authorized by a referen- 
dum vote in August. 


The referendum had been sought be- 


cause It was felt the city could assume 
the fire protection duties without having 
to Increase taxing rates, as the fire dis- 
trict would have had to do If it was to 
continue to provide the service. 


The ordinance calls for all full-time ap- 


pointments and promotions within the de- 
partment, except the appointment of tho 
fire chief, to be made by the board of 
police and fire commissioners. The flro 
chief is to bo appointed by the mayor. 


THE FIRE CHIEF also will serve as 


fire marshal for tho city. City officials 
had hoped to eliminate the fire marshal 
position and incorporate Its duties Into 
those of the chief but City Ally. Donald 
Rose said this could not be done now. 


He said a statutory requirement would 


not permit tho elimination. Extensive 
reference to the fire marshal In city ordi- 
nances would also make tho elimination 
too complicated, lie added. 


During tho meeting Mayor Roland 


Meyer also appointed two committees to 
serve In related capacities with the new 
fire department. A council flro depart- 
ment committee to bo hooded by Aid. 
Merrill Wticrch (1st) with members Aid. 
John Rock (3rd) and City Treasurer Rob- 
ert Colo was named. 


Meyer also appointed a board of fire 


department pension fund trustees to con- 
sist of Cole, City Clerk Mrs. Eileen Kor- 


. natz, Flro Chief Tom Fogarty, Meyer, 


and fire lieutenants Charles Scllards, 
Ted Looseli and Roger Mueller.' 


Six new firemen were also sworn in at 


the meeting. They arc Donald E. Gustaf- 
son of Rolling Meadows, Joseph P. Law- 
Icr of Schaumburg, Lawrence E. Mulca- 
hy of DCS Plalncs, Michael R. Mulcahy 
of Buffalo Grove. Robert J. Shcincr of 
Riverside and Edward D. Johann of Ar- 
lington Heights.

the city's $91,229 share of federal reve- 
nue sharing money. No date has been set 
yet for the meeting. 


Mayor Roland Meyer has requested 


the meeting so that the council can de- 
termine specific ways in which the mon- 
ey will be spent. The city muit also re- 
port back to the federal government on 
how the funds arc to be used. Meyer has 
asked City Atty. Donald Rose and City 
Treasurer Robert Cole to investigate per- 
mitted uses of the money and to set up 
guide lines for the council to follow. 


In a memorandum to city officials, 


Meyer suggested using the bulk of tho 
funds for flood control. City officials 
seem to be in general agreement with 
this as a top priority for the money. "It 
is my feeling that the majority of the 
$91,000 which we received this year will 
he used for flood control," Meyer said in 
the memo. 


Meyer also has proposed use of some 


of the funds to establish a scholarship 
fund for deserving students In the city. 
Two guidelines for the fund, are sug- 
gested In Meyer's memo, including that 
any citizen of the city be allowed to ap- 
ply, particularly needy students, and that 
a "realistic" scholastic 
achievement 


standard bo set. 


HE SAID THIS would mean that stu- 


dents malntalng a C or C+ average could 
bo helped by tho fund as well as students 
with higher grade averages. 


Meyer has suggested that $10,000 be set 


aside so that ten $1,000 scholarships 
could be awarded the first year. Tho 
fund would be Increased to $20,000 the 
second year to accommodate ten more 
students, with subsequent increases until 
tho fourth year when the fund would 
reach a working total of $40,000, 


Supplementary funds from Industrial 


and commercial business contributions in 
the city will also be explored as a means 
of maintaining tho fund, Meyer said. 


One other priority mentioned by Meyer 


Is some type of public transportation sys- 
tem for the city. Meyer said he is explor- 
ing details on how such systems have 
fared in other communities and wilt re- 
port to the council his findings once they 
become available. 


Meyer said ho has received no In- 


quiries from outside, organizations like 
the Clcarbrook Center or the Northwest 


• Opportunity Center requesting that some 
of the revenue sharing funds bo contrib- 
uted to them. Meyer indicated he would 
prefer to sec the funds used within the 
city.

Council OKs Hotel-Office 
Complex 


Final city council approval was given 


Tuesday to a proposed $20 million hotel- 
office'complex to be located on a 20-acrc 
tract of Algonquin Road and III. Rtc. S3. 


The Kcnroy development firm's plan 


was approved for construction In three 
phases, with groundbreaking for the first 
phase, the hotel, scheduled for spring. 


But the approval did not come without 


opposition, as three aldermen cast no 
votes In the decision. Both 5th Ward al- 
dermen, Kenneth Rctzkc and Fredrick 
Jncobson, and Aid. James Huddlcston 
(4th) opposed the plan on grounds that 
sufficient parking facilities might not be 
provided If all three phases are not com- 
pleted. 


Since the proposed complex is being 


zoned as a planned development, dimen- 
sion requirements are being based on the 
total project rather than each phase, 
building committee chairman Aid. Tom 


Waldron (2nd) explained. But Retzke, 
also a member of the building com- 
mittee, wanted assurances that each 
phase would independently meet ordi- 
nance requirements applying to the par- 
ticular kind of construction .to be done in 
the phase. 


He said such action was necessary to 


avoid problems that could result If the 
entire five-year project Is not completed. 
If, for exampel, only the first phase of 
the project is completed, Retzke said, 
parking facilities would be short of ordi- 
nance requirements by 200 spaces. 


REPRESENTATIVES of Kcnroy told 


the council should such problems result, 
parking for phase one could be extended 
to meet ordinance requirements. 


Huddlcston then said he still was con- 


cerned that only one entrance to the 
main office building had been provided. 
The 47-foot entrance would not be ade- 
quate to accommodate the expected 3,000

GREENFIELD, an attorney from Buf- 


falo Grove, was elected to a one-year 
term last April. Ho said, "I'm 
'iffy" 


about running again. There's n possi- 
bility Hint I may be moving out of the 
district." 


Greenfield said he will know what his 


situation will be within the next .10 days. 


Costcllo, a former board president who 


has served since 1969, said he too had not 
decided whether to run. "It has been a 
most rewarding and challenging experi- 
ence tills lost four years and If time will 
permit and I can be rcclccted, I would 
like to continue to serve." 


However, Costello said, lie Is not sure 


whether his job as vice president and 
general manager of Revere Aluminum 
Building Products Inc., will give him 
time to run again. "We're in a seasonal 
business and I will know in the next six 
weeks whether I'll have time." • 


Costello Is a resident of Mount Pros- 


pect. 


Nominating petitions for the board will 


be available sometime after the first of 
the year, with the first day for filing set 
Feb. 28.

The "Center of Commerce" site, as 


Kcnroy has termed it, will include a 
nine-story, 300-room hotel and a three- 
building office plaza consisting of two 10- 
story units and a possible 20-story unit. 


The office structures arc expected to 


contain a total of 600,000 square feet of 
space and will be arranged in a tripod 
configuration. A two-story rotunda con- 
necting the office structures will serve as 
the main entrance for the complex and 
may contain a restaurant. 


An indoor-outdoor swimming pool, rec- 


reational area and meeting facilities are 
also planned. 


In another council matter, a public 


hearing on the annexation of land on 
Rohlwing Road near the Arlington Park 
Race Track for use by the Lewitz Furni- 
ture Co. was deferred to a later date.

ments. 


The recent abolition attempts were the 


first In Illinois. Northfield Township of- 
ficials were ordered by the circuit court 
to allow the referendum, and voters 
chose to continue township government 
there. 


Maine, Niles and Palatine township of- 


ficials arc expected to ask the court to 
dismiss the case when it is heard this 
spring. Their argument is that the LAW 
petitions asked for the referendum at the 
next general election, Nov. 7, and since 
that date has passed, the lawsuit is point- 
less. 


League members don't agree. They 


say that township officials in Palatine had 
no legal right to deny the referendum 
after the voter petitions were presented. 
And they're determined to take the case 
to the appellate court to settle the issue. 
But the decision may not come for nine 
months. 


"We would have a referendum when- 


ever the court tells us to have It, but we 
do believe in the consolidation of elec- 
tions," Mrs. Scollay said.

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Kate Speaker Bid Gives Voice To Upstart Democrats

State Hep. Harold Katz. D-Glcncoc, 


will announce his candidacy today for 
the ipcakcrshlp of the Illinois House of 
representatives. 


The suburban Democrat scheduled a 


press conference for 10 a.m.. when he 
will announce Die backing of 13 other 
Chicago and suburban Democrats for his 
candidacy and a program of legislative 
reform. 


Among those who have pledged to sup- 


port Katz are Rep. Eugenia S. Chapman 
of Arlington Heights. Rep. Aaron Jalfe of 
Skokle, Rep. Dan Pierce of Highland 
Park, and newly elected Richard A. Mu- 


gallan of Palatine, who will be sworn in 
as a legislator when the 78th General As- 
sembly convenes on Jan. 10. 


Katz' announcement comes at a time 


when Republicans, who will have a bare 
one-vote majority in the new Legisla- 
ture, are engaged in a bitter battle over 
attempts to unseat the present speaker, 
Rep. \V. Robert Blair, R-Evanston. 


Observers give Katz virtually no 


chance to win cither the spcakershlp or 
the nomination of the Democratic minor- 
ity. 


THE MOVE IS SEEN rather as an as- 


sertion of growing Influence by indepen- 
dently minded Democrats and an at- 


tempt to wrest some power from the Chi- 
cago and Downstate "insiders" who have 
controlled party affairs traditionally. 


Although Pierce, a member of the In- 


dependent group, was given the post of 
minority whip in the current legislature, 
the independents have been angered at 
his exclusion from party leadership con- 
ferences. 


One observer commented, "At the opti- 


mum, they may get Katz or another of 
their number named to a key leadership 
post — or they may extract a promise of 
a greater role for Pierce." 


Katz and some of his supporters have 


declared that they are concerned less 


with what candidate they may be able to 
place In the leadership than they are 
with selling the reform program they 
have drafted. The reforms are aimed at 
restricting the dictatorial powers of the 
speaker, requiring greater notice to the 
public on proposed legislation, and In- 
creasing the rights of Individual mem- 
bers of the House, among other things. 


IN A PREPARED statement, Katz de- 


clared, "Singularly missing from all the 
other announced candidates (for speak- 
er) is any commitment to a program to 
make the House function better. The 
time has passed when legislative leaders

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School Board 
Conducts Survey 
In Questionnaire 


Do Mount Prospect Dist. S7 residents 


get enough time to say what they think at 
school board meetings? 


This question will be only one of many 


Included In a questionnaire on school fi- 
nancial planning, curriculum and board 
credibility that will bo sent to residents 
In Dlst. 57 within the next three weeks. 
The questionnaire, just completed this 
wcvk. was prepared by board member 
Michael Ward In conjunction with Supt. 
Richard Percy. 


Ward first mentioned a survey of the 


district while campaigning for his school 
board post last April. A survey was In- 
corporated as one of the board goals In 
September. 


Ward said he plans to ask the Con- 


cerned Citizens for Quality Education, a 
group of Dlst. 57 residents and tcaclicrs, 
for help In evaluating the questionnaire. 


DIST. 57 residents probably will be 


most Interested In the section of the sur- 
vey dealing with school board credibility. 
The board's credibility was severely sha- 
ken last April when the board told resi- 
dents severe staff cuts and at least a 
$110,000 deficit, without any school con- 
struction, could be expected If voters 
didn't approve a 39-ccnt tax hike. 


But Supt Eric Sahlberg told members 


soon after that the district's total deficit 
could be reduced to approximately 
jofl.OOO with an increase In state aid, 
more cuts In supplies and elimination of 


money budgeted for a proposed $150,000 
expansion at Fairvicw School. 


The questionnaire will be multiple 


choice, Ward said, so that evaluation can 
be determined more easily. However, 
there will also be space for written com- 
ments at the end. The Kctterlng Founda- 
tion, an educational research center, has 
given tho district permission to use 
guidelines which they created to help 
draw up tho questionnaire and to eval- 
uate residents' responses. 


Ward said he was "not sure" exactly 


how the board will use results of the sur- 
vey. "We're talking about a situation 
that's going to be volatile In the not too 
distant future, with Supt. Percy asking 
for a reinstatement of some programs 
cut last jear, but with a financial fore- 
cast which even optimistically says there 
uill l>o a deficit in the budget. 


"But we have more of a handle on 


.things (with the three-year financial plan 
and the survey)," Ward said. "We can 
use the opinion survey In various areas 
to guide us," he said.

Heights; Michael Maniscalco Jr., 21, of 
910 Emerson St., Mount Prospect, and 
Randall M. Zaccard, 20, now living in 
Estes Park, Colo. 


According to Assistant U.S. Atty. Ro- 


ger Dusbcrger, Maniscalco was charged 
with dumping 204 pieces of third-class 
mall in a trash can in Arlington Heights 
May l. 


Zaccard and McCarter were charged 


with throwing away 270 third-class mail- 
ings in a Mount Prospect trash can May 
10 


JANDA was accused of keeping five 


bags of mall containing a total of 1,396 
pieces in his home on^Iay 12. 


Investigation of the four men was be- 


gun after they allegedly were observed 
throwing the mall away by passing citi- 
zens who reported the Incident to the 
post office. 


McCarter was also charged in a sepa-

Obstructing delivery of the mail is a

With a village election coming up in 


April, politics In the village should come 
to a quick boll in the new year. 


At stake arc the offices of mayor, 


three four-year trustee posts one two- 
year trustee term and village clerk. In 
addition two library board positions will 
be voted on 


A breakdown as to how the races are 


shaped now shows two announced candi- 
dates for mayor — Incumbent Robert D. 
Tclchcrt and Albert J. Motsch. 


Tcichcrt announced his plans to seek 


reelection at about this time last year. 


But his campaign will be different than it 
was in I9C9 when he defeated incumbent 
Dan Congreve. Tcichcrt recently said 
that when he first ran it was as an inde- 
pendent "to throw the spotlight on how 
the village was run." 


"Our procedure is not controversial 


anymore," Telchert said. "It Is now time 
for me to join forces with other individ- 
uals. I want to garner as much collective 
strength as possible." 


U'HY DOES a mayor who almost al- 


ways has the village board voting his 
way need any more strength? Tcichert 
said It Is because this time he will be 
running to Implement a four-year pro- 
gram of action in the village. 


With this shift from procedure to sub- 


stance, Tcichcrt said he feels he has to 


run with a slate. (While Tcichcrt has 
never run with a slate, he did In 1971 
endorse the successful United Village 
Party slate of George B Anderson, Rich- 
ard Monroe and Kenneth V. Scholtcn. 
Tcichcrt said he supported that slate be- 


cause they in turn supported the man- 
ager form of government.) 


As for who will be on his slate, Tci- 


chert said, "I'd be proud and pleased to 
run with each and every one of the pre- 
sent trustees" He said Village Clerk 
Donald Goodman would also be a good 
member of the slate. 


However, only one trustee, Donald B. 


Furst, has announced he will seek reelec- 
tion to the village board. Trustee Daniel 
J. Ahcrn, along with Furst the senior 
board member, has said he will not be a 
candidate as he feels it Is time to give 
someone else the chance to sit on the 
board. 


TRUSTEES Patrick J. Link and Bud 


Richardson both said they have yet to 
make up their minds and the indication 


was that other commitments, such as job 
or family, could prevent either one or 
both of them from running. Their deci- 
sion will probably be made early in the 
jcar, however. Then the whole slate will 
pick the persons to fill any empty spots 
like Ahcrn's — at least this is what Tel- 
chert indicated last week when he said 
everyone on the slate would have to be 
"compatible" to each other and the is- 
sues. 


The other announced mayoral candi- 


date, Motsch is a 75-year-old retired resi- 
dent who now is planning to run as an 
independent but has indicated a desire to 
run with a slate of young trustee candi- 
dates. So far he has gotten no volunteers.

Teacher Workshops Making Gains

New "mini-workshops" for Elk Grove 


Tounthip School Dial. 59 teachers arc a 
success, according to Eruin Stevenson, 
nviUtnnt superintendent for curriculum. 


There arc two scries of workshops, one 


in rc.idinR. conducted by Eileen Licttc, 
ddtrict rending consultant and one in 
nrt. conducted by Korman Ondcrdonk, 
diitricl art consultant. 


A special series of workshops also lias 


bc»-n set up for the school principals. 


The workshops are called "mini" be- 


cause they arc only a few hours long and 
are limited to one specific area of in- 
struction. 


MKVKXSON said the workshops are 


designed to upgrade a teacher's skill in 
teaching. "Suburban school districts arc 
not RolnR (o go much farther than they 
are now-, unless they spend more money 
on human development."

Before a teacher can receive credit for 


attending a workshop, he or she must 
demonstrate they have learned the skill 
taught in the workshop. 


Teachers attend the workshops during 


after-school hours. Attendance is volun- 
tary and the teachers are not paid addi- 
tional money for going to the workshops. 


Stevenson said the school district is at- 


tempting to have teachers who attend 
workshops receive college credits. If the 
teachers can be given college credits, 
they will advance to a higher pay level 
on the district's salary schedule. 


I'AKTICIPATiON In the workshops 


has "gone beyond expectations," said 
Stevenson. "More teachers have signed 
up for them than there arc teachers In 
the district. Teachers arc signing up for 
one, two or three workshops In ad- 
vance." 


Doth workshop scries were organized 


by the district's consultants. 


Four art workshops have been held so 


far in painting, print-making, ceramics 
and special Christmas projects. 


Ondcrdonk said the art workshops arc 


designed to give teachers "a practical 
experience that can be taken luck to the 
classroom." 


"During o workshop, I talk as little ns 


possible," said Ondcrdunk. "In the paint- 
ing workshop, the first thing we did was 
to get a brush and start painting " 


"DUIIINO A workshop, teachers gain 


an understanding of the way different 


materials can be used so Uicy can turn 
their kids loose on projects." 


Facilities for the art workshops arc lo- 


cated at Grant Wood School, in Elk 
Grove Village Ondcrdonk said the work- 
shop is open to any teacher who wants to 
come in and work on Independent proj- 
ects. 


There is no fixed location for the read- 


ing workshops. Miss Ucttc said the 
\\orkshops arc held in whatever school is 
most convenient for the majority of 
teachers in the workshop. 


The workshops start at 3:45 p m. "and 


are supposed to be over by 5 p.m.," said 
Miss Licttc, "but they usually go to 5:15 
or later." On one occasion a teacher re- 
turned with Miss Licttc to her office and 
stayed until past 6 p.m. 


A TOTAL of 17 reading workshops 


have been scheduled, with more planned. 


Each workshop is 12 sessions, broken 


down Into four diagnosis sessions, four 
prescription sessions and four teaching 
skill sessions. 


During the diagnosis portion of the 


workshops, a teacher learns how to spot 
a child who has the particular reading 
problem that the workshop is covering. 


In the prescription classes, the teach- 


ers leam what remedial techniques arc 
needed to help the child overcome his 
rending problems. The teaching skill ses- 
sions enables the teacher to give the 
needed remedial Instruction. 


During the workshops Miss Licttc dem- 


onstrates the various supplementary ma- 
terial that may be used for a special 
reading problem. She also gives the 


teachers what she calls "oodles of gim- 
mics" that can be used as teaching aids. 


EVERY PERSON that completes a 


reading workshop will be given a "skills 
kit" that Miss Liette compiled. 


The kit contains over 500 tests and 


worksheets for different reading prob- 
lems The sheets arc filed according to 
the problem Hint they cover. 


With the kit, a teacher can select the 


exact material needed for a child requir- 
ing special reading work. 


More than $2 million in claims for 


flood disaster assistance have been sub- 
mitted to the Small Business Adminis- 
tration by residents in the Northwest 
suburbs, according to statistics released 
yesterday. 


The claims, stemming from heavy 


floods' in August and September, have 
been made by 792 homeowners and busi- 
nesses in the area, according to Howard 
Vondruska of the SBA Disaster Office in 
Addison.

VONDRUSKA SAID he expects resi- 


dents will get their total claims although 
not all applications have been in- 
vestigated yet. He said the SBA was still 
getting about 30 to 40 applications a day. 
Deadline for filing applications Is Dec. 
31. 


"We'll take anything that comes in be- 


fore and is postmarked Dec. 31," Von- 
druska said yesterday. He said the Addi- 
son office, 130 W. Army Trail Rd.( will 
stay open until all checks have been dts- 
p c r s e d and applications processed. 
"Right now we've got 100 people coming 
in every day to pick up checks," he said. 


Homeowners can qualify for up to 


$55,000 in aid. Disaster business loans 
are limited to $500,000. The first $5,000 
for both types docs not have to be paid 
back if the borrower sends SBA receipts 
from repairs or replacements. Anything 
over $5,000 must be paid back at 1 per 
cent interest. 


To get assistance, a resident must fill 


out an application listing damaged items, 
their original cost and the cost to replace 
them. Once the application is completed, 
SBA sends out an investigator to inspect 
the damage. It takes about three to four 
weeks until the application is approved. 
After that, the checks should come In 10 
to 14 days, according to Vondruska.

on Saturday from 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. The 
Chicago SBA office, In Suite 437 at 219 S.

Cotillion VII Is Friday 
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The new year 1373 can be expected to 


bring significant improvement* In Ihe 
consumer arena. 


We make this prediction on the basis of 


important consumer legislation that was 
passed Just before the 92nd Congress ad- 
journed late this fall, and In the hope 
that consumers will make full use of the 
powers granted them in this legislation. 


The Consumer Product Safety Com- 


mission, signed Into existence Oct. 28, 
has board powers to Insure the safety of 
"any article or component thereof found 
In or around" a home or school. The only 
expectlons arc motor vehicles, boats, to- 
bacco, insecticides, and food, drugs and 
cosmetics, all of which are covered by 
other legislation. 


The Commission can set mandatory 


safety standards covering performance, 
design, corwtructlon. labeling, warnings, 
and Instructions, and can ban any prod- 
uct violating the standards. 


While setting of a standard will require 


at least 210 days, and another 30 to 180 to 
become effective, the commission can 
seek court action to Immediately ban a 
product considered "imminently hazard- 
ous " Firms are prohibited from "stock- 
piling" a product prior to a ban's effec- 
tive date, cither by manufacturing it or 
distributing it. 


MANUFACTURERS and retailers of 


products found to be hazardous can be 
required by the commission to give pub- 
lic notice of a defect, recall or repair 
defects, replace defective products, or 
refund the purchase price. 


A real breakthrough Is the requirement 


that firms notify Ihe commission BE- 
FORE distributing a new consumer prod- 
uct — for the first time ever, an agency 
may be able to close the barn door be- 
fc'c the horse gets out. 


Moil important, however, arc the 


channels provided for Individual con- 
sumers to participate in this process and 
to seek redress. The net allows ordinary 
citizens to petition the commission to set, 
change, or revoke, safety standards. If 


the commission declines to invoke a safe- 
ty standard against a product, the act 
permits the consumer to seek federal 
court enforcement of the standard — and 
to recover attorney fees if he is suc- 
cessful. 


In addition, any one who is Injured by 


a product has Ihe right to sue for dam- 
ages In federal district court, although 
recovery of damages can be won only by 
proving willful violation of a safety stan- 
dard. 


ONE DEBATABLE provision of the act 


Is the prohibition against state product 
standards. While national uniformity is 
nearly essential where interstate com- 
merce is involved, this provision strips 
states of all power to protect their citi- 
zens when federal protection is weak or 
lacking, and therefore places tremendous 
responsibility on the new commission to 
be on top of the situation at all times. 


This brings up the question of how ef- 


fective the new commission may be. 
With a nucleus formed by the Bureau of 
Product Safety, which used to be a part 
of the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare, the new agency will be run 
by five commissioners,.to be appointed 
by President Nixon early next year. 


Learning from bitter experience with 


other agencies. Congress incorporated 
Into the law stringent requirements for 
commissioners. No commissioner — or 
any other commission official above the 
GS-14 level — can accept a job with a 
firm regulated by the commission for 12 
months after leaving the commission. 
Tills may result in commissioners being 
chosen from the academic world. Anoth- 
er provision forbids that more than three 
commissioners be associated with the 
same political party. 


Thus, the first step for the consumer, 


In making the new legislation work for 
you, will bo to watch for announcements 
of appointees to the commission, Inform 
yourself as to the appointees' back- 
grounds and capabilities, and then ex- 
press approval or disapproval to your 
representatives in Congress.

Arc you still involved with Christ- 


mastime? Would you believe I'm work- 
ing on Easter? 


It's not that I'm rushing the season, oh 


no. In one of my weaker moments I vol- 
unteered to grow all the flowers for the 
Easter altar at church. Timing Is all, 
can't afford to look like a big dummy 
when my tulips don't bloom on time. 


Consider that it is only 18 weeks until 


Easter, if you're even remotely thinking 
of forcing bulbs just for fun. 


If you don't have any forcing bulbs on 


hand, sec your local nurseryman who 
will help you select bulbs specially devel- 
oped for this purpose. Any old tulip or 
hyacinth won't do. I could rattle off a list 
of recommended varieties, but what If 
you can't get these particular ones? So 
better check with old reliable nursery- 
man. 


TIP NUMBEK one: Don't use small, 


scarred or shriveled bulbs for forcing 
You need the plumpest, healthiest stock 
for this project. 


Count back 12 to 14 weeks and you'll 


find the tulips and hyacinths must be set 
in pots Jan. 11 to 25. Stagger plantings so 
you're sure to get Holy Week blossoms 
(April 22nd is Easter). Chances are bulbs 
may be slower rather than quicker to 
bloom In home-like, Icss-than-idcal condi- 
tions, 


Get a good, old fashioned clay pot 


(with drainage hole) at least twice 
the depth of the bulbs. Soak the empty 
pot In water for 24 hours before using it 
to absorb as much moisture as the pot 
can hold. 


Because of their weight, the clay pots 


won't fall over when the bulbs (hopeful- 
ly) get heavy with stems and blooms. 
Before you put in the soil, cover the" hole 
with a big chunk of another broken clay 
pot. Add gravel or smaller pieces of pot 
to a one-inch depth and top with a small 
plug of clean straw or hay or clean dry 
leaves (if you can find any under the 
snow.) This plug layer will prevent the 
soil from washing down and out. 


SOIL IS next to consider. Use fresh, 


light soil with no fertilizer. I like fluffy, 
dry "Envec" mix, put out by the Black 
Magic people. It's a combination of bal- 
anced garden loam, organic matter and 
vermiculilc. It is expensive — about $1.19 
for 6 dry quarts. I avoid using wet mix 
as it Is soggy to begin with and ends up 
being "glue-y." To me, It's worth the-dif- 
ference in price (about 20 cents). 


Set the bulbs In the pot loosely — don't 


press them. Avoid letting the bulbs touch 
each other, but place them so they are 
close to the edge of tho pot. This way the 
foliage will sweep out over the edge ar- 
tistically. (That's an old flower-arrang-

ing trick picked up in garden club.) 


THE TULIP bulbs should be planted so 


that the tips reach the top of the pots. 
Hyacinths can have one-third of their 
bulbs exposed. Leave space In the top of 
the pot so that when you water, the soil 
doesn't run over and make a mess. 


Water the filled pots thoroughly with- 


out drowning them. Like Count Dracula, 
the bulbs must have complete darkness. 
Try to find a suitable spot below 50 de- 
grees but over freezing (40lsh) so the 
bulbs can develop. 


Now here's where most people goof. 


They think once the bulbs arc potted, 
they can be forgotten until spring. Wrong 
— they must bo watered regularly. After 
all, they are growing even though the dy- 
namics inside the pot are not visible. If I 
let my bulbs dry up now, I'm doomed to 
failure. (Might as wqll shell out $75 to 
the florist and foist the bought variety off 
as my own to the padre). 


WHEN THE pots are loaded with roots 


and the stems arc two to three inches 
high, put the pots In a little warmer, 
dark room (about CO degrees) foe two 
weeks. Next they are ready for indirect 
light at room temperature so they can 
burst Into bloom. Shade them somewhat 
the first few days. 


Keeping them out of the direct sun 


streaming into a room will keep them 
blooming longer. But to bring the flowers 
from 40 degrees darkness right to 72 de- 
grco sun will cause them to go blind 
(wither). It's similar to a scuba diver 
who gets the bends. 


After the bulbs bloom, let them die 


down naturally, and plant outdoors for 
other years. Don't try to get another 
forcing out of them — the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Tulips? 


Absolutely final note on convalescence 


(from idiotic ankle break): His royal 
highness turned out to be an excellent 
and innovative cook, and friends and 
neighbors brought delightful desserts. 
One cake by Marge Baker was ambrosia 
to me. Pressed to share the recipe, she 
laughed, saying everyone in Woodland, 
Calif., where she lived as a youngster, 
knew It and why not everyone else? 


So here: Beat two eggs and add one 


cup of sugar, then beat again thoroughly. 
Melt one tablespoon butter in one-half 
cup of hot milk. Add this alternately to 
the sugar-egg mixture with one cup of 
flour which has been mixed with one tea- 
spoon baking powder and one-half tea- 
spoon salt. Bake in a 350-degree oven for 
30 minutes (or until tested done with a 
toothpick) in an eight-Inch square, 
spring-form or any other same-sized pan, 
greased and floured. Let it cool until ab- 
solutely cold. 


Meantime, mix one-half cup of brown 


sugar with one-half cup of melted butter 
and one-fourth cup of either sour cream, 
sweet cream or evaporated milk, one 
teaspoon vanilla and one cup coconut. 
Marge uses sour cream. Spread this on 
cold cake and broil until lightly browned 
and bubbly. It doesn't take long, so 
watch this carefully. Mind you, this 
heavenly cake doesn't have a speck of 
chocolate and I still devoured It. 


Dear Dorothy: Woodpeckers were driv- 


ing us batty with their constant pecking 
on the wooden shingles of our house. So I 
bought a hideous-looking rubber snake 
with a forked tongue and placed it on the 
roof.

Dear Dorothy: Here Is one way to wa- 


ter plants when you must be away for a 
few days: Put a piece of upholstery-type 
cord around the top of the plant, leaving 
enough to extend in a bottle or jar of 
water.

Trapping Skills Survive In Suburbia

Mike Schnlppcr t» an apprentice of the 


trapping trade, a skinner by avocation, a 
hunter by instinct, a lono traveler who 
seeks his quarry In mud and Icy water. 


He Is an is-ycar-old youth who would 


have been a man by now 100 years ago 
when the Northern wilderness was the 
domain of generations of trappers. 


Instead, he sets his traps with neigh- 


bors' permission and drives a sporty 
Dodge Challenger as smoothly as he 
takes a pelt. 


Mike Schnlpper traps and skins mus- 


kr.it.i along the gentle streams and lakes 
»[ Inu-rncss. Each day he dons his gear 
of hip boots and shoulder-high gloves to 
tromp across the countryside checking 
Ills traplmc. 


And before you judge him, before you 


brand him a wanton killer or ecological 
plunderer, listen to hii story of the ani- 
mals he seeks and of the time he spends 
walking the land alone. 


TIIK IMAfiKS OK a rough, craggy 


bjckuoodsman end at Schnippcr's drive- 
nay. He and his family live along Pala- 
tine Ho;id In one of the homes that form 
the afflurnt Inverness Image. Behind the 
hou«c is Schnippcr's shiny new car. And 
behind (hat is a tiny wooden shack where 
lie skins and stretches the day's haul. 


One of his favorite spots lies within 


sight of the paved parking lot at the In- 
verness Country Club. He pointed to tho 
Intersection 
where one tiny Mream 


trickles into another one. 


"It's like a big smorga-Jjord right 


there for muskrat," Schnlppcr smiled. 
Just downstream, he kicked at the Ice 
encrusted bank to uncover a neat little 
cubbyhole, one dependable sight • for 
trapping muskrats. 


Today, most local trapping is done by 


hobbyists like Schnlppcr, who plunges 
into the art 81 days each year for the 
sheer pleasure of it. 


The joy of trapping was spoiled a little 


for Mike lately, as the burgeoning ecolo- 
gy movement made It more difficult to 
find places to trap while driving down 
the prices for his furs. 


"The predators are almost gone from 


around here," Schnippcr reasoned. Good 
trappers can figure out how many mus- 
krats arc in the area and pace their 
trapping. But In the Inverness-Barring- 
ton region where he traps, the fur-bear- 
ing animals arc plentiful 


"MUSKHATS HAVE 13 to 25 kits in 


two to three litters yearly," Schnlppcr 
said knowingly. In the rolling hills and 
cold streams of Inverness, trapping is a 
rewarding hobby this year. 


The ecology movement against tra|>- 


ping wild fur-bearing animals has appar- 
ently cooled. Schnippcr has been getting 
$2.30 a skin for his muskrats, CO cents 
better than last year. And an occasional 
mink brings an even higher price. 


"I've caught four minks so far this 


year. I got $14 for the male and $5 for 
a Icmale," Schnippcr said. 


He described how the male mink gch 


to be bigger and has a richer fur, since 
lie gets out In the bitter winter weather 
to scrounge for food. 


For Schnipper, as for most trappers, 


It's a loner sport. Occasionally a friend 
will get interested in trapping, but 
Schnipper admits that few are willing to 
put up with the daily treks to check the 
traps. 


Until the heavy snowfall In mid-De- 


cember, Schnippcr had 100 traps set in 12 
locations throughout Barrington and In- 
verness. The deep snow and ice condi- 
tions made the traps inaccessible, so 
Schnippcr pulled them In for a while. 


"THEY'LL probably be set again soon. 


This Is his last season to trap in the In- 
verness countryside. 


During the day, Schnlppcr Is a senior 


at William Frcmd High School. He plans 
to go to law school next year. 


His application has gone in to the Har- 


vard Law School. And if he gets accepted 
for next year — "Well, I've heard that 
the trapping is pretty good back cast," 
Schnippcr said wistfully. 


Trapping is just a hobby for the In- 


verness youth. His 12 to 20 miles of line 
stretches from a 22-acre lake south of 
Palatine Road north to Barrington. Each 
trap has to be checked every day, and if 
the Schnlppcrs leave during trapping 
season, Mike arranges for a friend to 
check the traps. 


"You just can't be a professional trap- 


per anymore. There are too many 
people, too much area involved and it 
takes too much time," Mike admitted. 


He took up trapping about four years 


ago when a raccoon persisted in getting 
inside the family's garage. 


"I WAS LOOKING in a magazine for 


archery equipment and ran across these 
traps," Schnippcr said. Once they ar- 
rived, six traps were set up around the 
family garage and the raccoon was 
caught. 
< 


Schnippcr likes the increasingly-un- 


popular leghold traps, although he also 
uses some killer and live traps. 


"It's not really cruel the way I trap," 


Schnippcr said. The steel device Is set on 
the edge of the water, cither a lake or 
stream, and when a muskrat steps on it, 
It is pulled under water by the sheer 
weight of the trap. 


"Muskrats will bit their foot off when 


they get trapped, that's why we drown 
them," Schnipper said. Land traps are 
bad because the animal may mutilate it- 
self in trying to escape. And land traps 
can catch dogs as easily as muskrats, 
Schnipper admitted. 
.Good food, good cover and a steady 
water level are chief requirements for 
catching muskrats. Schnippcr usually 
looks for an overhang with roots along 
the bank. 


"I put some corn in there. It's almost 


like a cubbyhole," Schnipper said. 


While he docs appreciate the spending 


money coming In from his fur sales, 
Schnipper keeps up the trapping basical- 
ly for the challenge of it. 


"I hunt, but I'd rather trap. When 


you're hunting, you only have to fool the 
animal long enough to shoot him. But 
when you trap, you have to fool an ani- 
mal long enough to get him into the trap 
and keep him in long enough to drown 
him," Schnippcr said.

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The Trapping Life In The Shadow Of Manhattan 


"I could always do what everybody 


clM ton. But bow many other people 
could do what I do?" 


-Ullllc Royka

LITTLE FERRY. N.J. — What 47- 


year-old Willie Royka does is trap mus- 
krau for a living. And if he boastfully 
assigns the occupation a bit more sing- 
ularity than it would seem to merit, It's 
not without reason. Royka Is a remark- 
able fossil of times go long by; working 
in the shadow of the Empire State Build- 
ing, smack In tnc nation's most populous 
corridor, ho Is perhaps the only man left 
in the megalopolis who manages to sur- 
vive off what remains of the land. 


Royka's stamping grounds are the 


Ilackcruack Mcadowlands, 20,000 oblong 
acres of muck and marsh situated across 
the Hudson River from Manhattan, three 
or four direct miles from Times Square. 
"The Meadows ain't like the city," says 
Willie, "when I get Inside, .walking 
around. I ain't likely to sec another per- 
son all day." 


Indeed, the Meadows ain't like the city. 


Like Royka, they are more a throwback 
to another age. Miles of 10-foot foxtails, 
dissected by streams, pitted with pot- 
holes, It Is one of the last remaining 
(and unprotected) natural wildlife habit- 
ats in tho metropolitan area. Muskrats 
run at night, raccoons can be observed, 
Royka says he occasionally runs across a 
mink and Is forever scaring up the phea- 
sants. 


NOT THAT THE meadows are total 


wilderness, of course. The marshes are 
surrounded by the encroachment of in- 
dustry and suburbanization. Sloppy facto- 
ries in the area have deposited per- 
manent amounts of oil and chemicals 
into the miles of muck. Even now the

state of New Jersey is preparing to pave 
over another huge segment of the mead- 
ows (with a sports complex) and thus 
kill a little dab more of nature. 


Dut all things considered, here in this 


polluted part of the East the marshlands 
remain at least scmiwondcrful. And Will- 
ie Royka Is one of the good reasons. 


Royka works the meadows daily. When 


the tide from the Hackcnsack River re- 
cedes, he advances. Traipsing over glop 
which would swallow up the less experi- 
enced (the mud in places sinks three to 
five feet), Royka engages in what he 
calls a "battle royal" with his "rats." 
Says he: "They're smart, these rats. But 
I'm cagey, too. I been trapping hero 
since I was 13, so I've learned to think 


like them. See that little ditch there? 
That's where they run at night, Put a 
trap on that ditch and you catch a rat. 
That's all there is to it — you gotta know 
how to put-thc traps." 


ROYKA EVEIDENTLY knows. In 33 


years of full-time urban trapping he has 
snared an estimated 25,000 muskrats. "I 
average 20 a day. My best year was 
nearly 900." The animals are captured in 
snares that would wrinkle the con- 
servationist's nose (some of his leg-snap 
traps arc illegal). And the rats often suf- 
fer long pain or mutilate themselves in 
confined drowning. But Royka says he is 
as humane as a hunter can be: "If I 
didn't get them, they'd die of starvation 
in the winter." 


, Actually, if Royka didn't get the mus- 
krats he'd probably die of starvation in 
the winter, too. Father of five and hus- 
band of one, the trapper relies on regular 
rat sales (to Manhattan furriers) for 
family survival. "I get anywhere from 10 
cents to $2 for the rats, depending on the 
size. Sometimes, when I get a black rat, 
I get more, three-four dollars maybe. 
That's the way I pay all my doggone 
bills." 


As it is, even with the rat sales, Royka 


finds it Increasingly difficult to pay his 
bills. His annual Income rarely exceeds 
$3,000 (he supplements rat trapping with 
junk collecting), and never gets above 
the federally established poverty level. 
His family, thus, is fixed in an ironic 
form of ugly privation. "All around us," 
says Royka, "everybody's got money. A 
lot of these commuters here pay more 
for their busfarc than we do on food. I 
like trapping. But It sure don't pay me 
nothing." 
_ 


IT SURE DON'T. Royka's family is 
crowded into three rooms of a two-story 


home ("the bottom part's all broken up, 
so we stay upstairs"). The roof leaks. 
The broken windows are stuffed with old 
rags. "Worst thing Is the stove," says 
Mrs. Royka, a terribly thin woman who 
is forever cold. "Half of it's supposed to 
heat the house. But that half don't work. 
So we got to turn the gas burners on full 
blast all day long — especially now the 
cojd is here." 


For all the destitution, though, Willie 


Royka, true to his traps, remains self- 
reliant. He Insists he'll "never accept 
welfare as long as I can lift a finger." 
And he justified his lifestyle by remem- 
bering the days he used to work on a 
Jersey farm "for a lousy 25 cents an 
hour," and remembering the time-worn 
misconception of poor people every- 
where: "I bet we're as happy as million- 
aires; rich people are always sad." 


And so it Is, every morning at low tide, 


Willie Royka navigates a battered 1962 
pick-up truck/into the Mcadowlands for 
another day's "honest work." People 
chuckle when he passes, hold their noses 
when he's near. But there, among the 
cattails, while the whistles of industry 
blare in the backdrop, he leans on a 
stick, rubs his ruddy face, and reaffirms 
his faith in his special way of survival: 


"First time I ever trapped I got one 


scrawny rat. One. That was 1939. And I 
been out here ever since. The day I got 
married, even. I remember I came right 
out of the marsh and into the church. My 
wife says we didn't get to have a honey- 
moon, 'cause the rats were running. 
Well, maybe so." He smiles. He has no 
front teeth. And he doesn't care. "I was 
going to get dentures once, but what for? 
That's what I like about the Meadows. 
Out here a man doesn't need the darned 
things."

Q. I am 68 years old. I retired in June 


of this year and have been receiving my 
social security benefits since July. I 
earned S7.000 before I retired, but have 
not worked at all since June. Since I did 
not cam more than 5140 per month while 
I was getting my benefits, no deductions 
will be made for my earnings more than 
$1,080. Is this correct? 


A. Yes, you "are correct. You are en- 


titled to benefits for any month of the 
year in which you do not earn more than 
$140 or perform substantial services in 
self-employment, regardless of your total 
earnings. But remember that you must 
file an annual report of your earnings 
with social security before April 1st of 
next year. This is required because you 
earned more than $1,630 and received 
some benefits in the year. 


(]. I understand that people who re- 


ceive disability benefits will he covered 
under Medicare alter they have been re- 
ceiving disability benefits for two years. 
Docs this include disabled children? My 
27-year-old son Is receiving benefits on 
my retired husband's account because he 
has multiple sclerosis. His medical bills 
are very high. 


A. Yes. The new amendments to Social 


Security provide for Medicare coverage 
for all people who have been receiving 
disability checks for at least two years, 
including disabled children. This cov- 
erage can begin in July, 1973.
